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The  statistics  in  this  publication  are  based  on  a  survey  of  manufacturing  plants  consuming  cotton,  man- 
made  fiber  staple  and  raw  linters  and  cotton  warehouses  and  compresses.  The  data  represent  the  entire 
U.S.  consumption  and  spindle  activity  on  the  cotton  system;  and  stocks  except  as  noted  in  the  tables. 
Estimates  are  included  for  companies  whose  reports  were  not  received  in  time  for  tabulation.  A  more 
complete  description  of  the  survey  appears  on  page  9.

DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

The  statistics  in  this  publication  were  collected 
on  Census  monthly  Forms  M22P,  "Cotton,  Manmade 
Fiber  Staple  and  Linters,  Consumption  and  Stocks, 
and  Spindle  Activity"  and  M22N,  "Cotton  and  Linters 
in  Public  Storage  and  at  Compresses,"  from  a  panel 
of  approximately  800  consumers  and  1200  warehouses 
accounting  for  over  95  percent  of  the  total  consump- 
tion and  commercial  stocks.  Estimates  are  included 
for  about  300  small  establishments  which  report  on 
an  annual  basis. 

The  current  month's  figures  may  also  include 
estimates  for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not 
received  in  time  for  tabulation.  Such  missing 
figures  are  imputed  from  the  month-to-month  move- 
ments shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are  generally 
limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent.  Individual 
items  with  higher  imputation  rates  are  footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator 
of  the  potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to 
nonresponse,  because  the  actual  monthly  movements 
for  nonrespondents  may  or  may  not  closely  agree 
with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable  range 
of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed  figures 
is  unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty  regarding 
the  accuracy  of  the  data,  however,  increases  as  the 
percentage  of  imputation  increases.  Figures  with 
high  imputation  rates,  therefore,  should  be  used 
with  caution. 

Statistics  for  previous  months  may  be  revised, 
due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from  respondents, 
including  late  reports  for  which  estimates  were 
made,  and  other  corrections.  Figures  which  were 
revised  significantly  are  indicated  by  footnotes. 

The  data  are  adjusted  for  number  of  working  days 
in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate  for  differences 
in  individual  company  reportingpatterns  (i.e.,  calen- 
dar month,  4-week,  5-week  periods)  but  not  for 
seasonal  variation  except  for  the  index  as  shown  in 
table  1.

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Consumption  (Cotton  System)-  -  Includes  materials 
passed  through  the  opener  or  otherwise  removed 
from  inventory  and  put  into  process  for  spinning, 
bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes  cotton  and  linters 
waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste  materials. 

Stocks: 


Held  by  consuming  establishments — Inventory 
of  materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill  warehouse, 
or  in  any  private  storage  place  owned  or  leased 
as  of  the  close  of  business  on  the  last  day  of  the 
report  period.  Included  are  raw  linters  in  bale 
form,  stocks  in  consuming  establishment  regard- 
less of  ownership,  and  the  stockpile  cotton  re- 
leased by  the  General  Services  Administration. 
Excluded  are  in-process  material,  material 
stored  in  public  warehouses  or  at  other  manu- 
facturing plants,  banings  and  pads  made  from 
linters  by  others,  and  linters  pulp. 

Held  at  public  storage  and  compresses--Stocks 
of  cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession  at  the  close 
of  business  of  the  day  indicated  regardless  of  the 
year  or  locality  of  growth.  These  figures  include 
cotton  and  raw  linters  as  follows:  On  hand  for 
which  warehouse  receipts  have  been  issued  or 
which  are  awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for 
consolidation;  going  into  storage  for  which  ware- 
house receipts  have  not  yet  been  issued;  and  held 
for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  they  exclude  cotton  and 
raw  linters  in  transit  to  or  from  the  warehouse 
and  stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  waste,  motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  gin  stocks--Stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  at  farms  and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles- -The  term  "cotton-system  spinning 
spindles"  does  not  include  spindles  operated  on  the 
"American"  and  other  new  systems  for  spinning 
uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate  the  number 
active  for  the  shift  during  which  the  largest  number 
of  spindles  was  operated  on  the  last  day  of  the  period. 
Spindle  hours  data  reflect  the  total  spindle  hours 
operated  during  the  period  for  each  fiber  classifi- 
cation listed. 
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The  statistics  in  this  publication  are  based  on  a  survey  of  manufacturing  plants  consuming  cotton,  man- 
made  fiber  staple  and  raw  linters  and  cotton  warehouses  and  compresses.  The  data  represent  the  entire 
U.S.  consumption  and  spindle  activity  on  the  cotton  system;  and  stocks  except  as  noted  in  the  tables. 
Estimates  are  included  for  companies  whose  reports  were  not  received  in  time  for  tabulation.  A  more 
complete  description  of  the  survey  appears  on  page  9.

DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

The  statistics  in  this  publication  were  collected 
on  Census  monthly  Forms  M22P,  "Cotton,  Manmade 
Fiber  Staple  and  Linters,  Consumption  and  Stocks, 
and  Spindle  Activity"  and  M22N,  "Cotton  and  Linters 
in  Public  Storage  and  at  Compresses,"  from  a  panel 
of  approximately  800  consumers  and  1200  warehouses 
accounting  for  over  95  percent  of  the  total  consump- 
tion and  commercial  stocks.  Estimates  are  included 
for  about  300  small  establishments  which  report  on 
an  annual  basis.

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Consumption  (Cotton  System)-- Includes  materials 
passed  through  the  opener  or  otherwise  removed 
from  inventory  and  put  into  process  for  spinning, 
bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes  cotton  and  linters 
waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste  materials. 


The  current  month's  figures  may  also  include 
estimates  for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not 
received  in  time  for  tabulation.  Such  missing 
figures  are  imputed  from  the  month-to-month  move- 
ments shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are  generally 
limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent.  Individual 
items  with  higher  imputation  rates  are  footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator 
of  the  potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to 
nonresponse,  because  the  actual  monthly  movements 
for  nonrespondents  may  or  may  not  closely  agree 
with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable  range 
of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed  figures 
is  unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty  regarding 
the  accuracy  of  the  data,  however,  increases  as  the 
percentage  of  imputation  increases.  Figures  with 
high  imputation  rates,  therefore,  should  be  used 
with  caution. 

Statistics  for  previous  months  may  be  revised, 
due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from  respondents, 
including  late  reports  for  which  estimates  were 
made,  and  other  corrections.  Figures  which  were 
revised  significantly  are  indicated  by  footnotes. 

The  data  are  adjusted  for  number  of  working  days 
in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate  for  differences 
in  individual  company  reportingpatterns  (i.e.,  calen- 
dar month,  4-week,  5-week  periods)  but  not  for 
seasonal  variation  except  for  the  index  as  shown  in 
table  1.

Held  by  consuming  establishments- -Inventory 
of  materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill  warehouse, 
or  in  any  private  storage  place  owned  or  leased 
as  of  the  close  of  business  on  the  last  day  of  the 
report  period.  Included  are  raw  linters  in  bale 
form,  stocks  in  consuming  establishment  regard- 
less of  ownership,  and  the  stockpile  cotton  re- 
leased by  the  General  Services  Administration. 
Excluded  are  in-process  material,  material 
stored  in  public  warehouses  or  at  other  manu- 
facturing plants,  battings  and  pads  made  from 
linters  by  others,  and  linters  pulp. 

Held  at  public  storage  and  compresses--Stocks 
of  cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession  at  the  close 
of  business  of  the  day  indicated  regardless  of  the 
year  or  locality  of  growth.  These  figures  include 
cotton  and  raw  linters  as  follows:  On  hand  for 
which  warehouse  receipts  have  been  issued  or 
which  are  awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for 
consolidation;  going  into  storage  for  which  ware- 
house receipts  have  not  yet  been  issued;  and  held 
for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  they  exclude  cotton  and 
raw  linters  in  transit  to  or  from  the  warehouse 
and  stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  waste,  motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  gin  stocks--Stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  at  farms  and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles- -The  term  "cotton-system  spinning 
spindles"  does  not  include  spindles  operated  on  the 
"American"  and  other  new  systems  for  spinning 
uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate  the  number 
active  for  the  shift  during  which  the  largest  number 
of  spindles  was  operated  on  the  last  day  of  the  period. 
Spindle  hours  data  reflect  the  total  spindle  hours 
operated  during  the  period  for  each  fiber  classifi- 
cation listed. 
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The  statistics  in  this  publication  are  based  on  a  survey  of  manufacturing  plants  consuming  cotton,  man- 
made  fiber  staple  and  raw  linters  and  cotton  warehouses  and  compresses.  The  data  represent  the  entire 
U.S.  consumption  and  spindle  activity  on  the  cotton  system;  and  stocks  except  as  noted  in  the  tables. 
Estimates  are  included  for  companies  whose  reports  were  not  received  in  time  for  tabulation.  A  more 
complete  description  of  the  survey  appears  on  page  9.

DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

The  statistics  in  this  publication  were  collected 
on  Census  monthly  Forms  M22P,  "Cotton,  Manmade 
Fiber  Staple  and  Linters,  Consumption  and  Stocks, 
and  Spindle  Activity"  and  M22N,  "Cotton  and  Linters 
in  Public  Storage  and  at  Compresses,"  from  a  panel 
of  approximately  800  consumers  and  1200  warehouses 
accounting  for  over  95  percent  of  the  total  consump- 
tion and  commercial  stocks.  Estimates  are  included 
for  about  300  small  establishments  which  report  on 
an  annual  basis. 

The  current  month's  figures  may  also  include 
estimates  for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not 
received  in  time  for  tabulation.  Such  missing 
figures  are  imputed  from  the  month- to- month  move- 
ments shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are  generally 
limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent.  Individual 
items  with  higher  imputation  rates  are  footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator 
of  the  potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to 
nonresponse,  because  the  actual  monthly  movements 
for  nonrespondents  may  or  may  not  closely  agree 
with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable  range 
of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed  figures 
is  unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty  regarding 
the  accuracy  of  the  data,  however,  increases  as  the 
percentage  of  imputation  increases.  Figures  with 
high  imputation  rates,  therefore,  should  be  used 
with  caution. 

Statistics  for  previous  months  may  be  revised, 
due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from  respondents, 
including  late  reports  for  which  estimates  were 
made,  and  other  corrections.  Figures  which  were 
revised  significantly  are  indicated  by  footnotes. 

The  data  are  adjusted  for  number  of  working  days 
in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate  for  differences 
in  individual  company  reportingpatterns  (i.e.,  calen- 
dar month,  4-week,  5-week  periods)  but  not  for 
seasonal  variation  except  for  the  index  as  shown  in 
table  1.

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Consumption  (Cotton System )--Includes materials 
passed  through  the  opener  or  otherwise  removed 
from  inventory  and  put  into  process  for  spinning, 
bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes  cotton  and  linters 
waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste  materials. 

Stocks: 


Held  by  consuming  establishments--lnventory 
of  materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill  warehouse, 
or  in  any  private  storage  place  owned  or  leased 
as  of  the  close  of  business  on  the  last  day  of  the 
report  period.  Included  are  raw  linters  in  bale 
form,  stocks  in  consuming  establishment  regard- 
less of  ownership,  and  the  stockpile  cotton  re- 
leased by  the  General  Services  Administration. 
Excluded  are  in-process  material,  material 
stored  in  public  warehouses  or  at  other  manu- 
facturing plants,  battings  and  pads  made  from 
linters  by  others,  and  linters  pulp. 

Held  at  public  storage  and  compresses — Stocks 
of  cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession  at  the  close 
of  business  of  the  day  indicated  regardless  of  the 
year  or  locality  of  growth.  These  figures  include 
cotton  and  raw  linters  as  follows:  On  hand  for 
which  warehouse  receipts  have  been  issued  or 
which  are  awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for 
consolidation;  going  into  storage  for  which  ware- 
house receipts  have  not  yet  been  issued;  and  held 
for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  they  exclude  cotton  and 
raw  linters  in  transit  to  or  from  the  warehouse 
and  stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  waste,  motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  gin  stocks- -Stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  at  farms  and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles- -The  term  "cotton- system  spinning 
spindles"  does  not  include  spindles  operated  on  the 
"American"  and  other  new  systems  for  spinning 
uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate  the  number 
active  for  the  shift  during  which  the  largest  number 
of  spindles  was  operated  on  the  last  day  of  the  period. 
Spindle  hours  data  reflect  the  total  spindle  hours 
operated  during  the  period  for  each  fiber  classifi- 
cation listed. 
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The  statistics  in  this  publication  are  based  on  a  survey  of  manufacturing  plants  consuming  cotton,  man- 
made  fiber  staple  and  raw  linters  and  cotton  warehouses  and  compresses.  The  data  represent  the  entire 
U.S.  consumption  and  spindle  activity  on  the  cotton  System;  and  (stocks  except  as  noted  in  the  tables. 
Estimates  are  included  for  companies  whose  reports  were  not  received  in  time  for  tabulation.  A  more

DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 


The  statistics  in  this  publication  were  collected 
on  Census  monthly  Forms  M22P,  "Cotton,  Manmade 
Fiber  Staple  and  Linters,  Consumption  and  Stocks, 
and  Spindle  Activity"  and  M22N,  "Cotton  and  Linters 
in  Public  Storage  and  at  Compresses,"  from  a  panel 
of  approximately  800  consumers  and  1200  warehouses 
accounting  for  over  95  percent  of  the  total  consump- 
tion and  commercial  stocks.  Estimates  are  included 
for  about  300  small  establishments  which  report  on 
an  annual  basis. 

The  current  month's  figures  may  also  include 
estimates  for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not 
received  in  time  for  tabulation.  Such  missing 
figures  are  imputed  from  the  month-to-month  move- 
ments shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are  generally 
limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent.  Individual 
items  with  higher  imputation  rates  are  footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator 
of  the  potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to 
nonresponse,  because  the  actual  monthly  movements 
for  nonrespondents  may  or  may  not  closely  agree 
with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable  range 
of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed  figures 
is  unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty  regarding 
the  accuracy  of  the  data,  however,  increases  as  the 
percentage  of  imputation  increases.  Figures  with 
high  imputation  rates,  therefore,  should  be  used 
with  caution. 

Statistics  for  previous  months  may  be  revised, 
due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from  respondents, 
including  late  reports  for  which  estimates  were 
made,  and  other  corrections.  Figures  which  were 
revised  significantly  are  indicated  by  footnotes. 

The  data  are  adjusted  for  number  of  working  days 
in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate  for  differences 
in  individual  company  reporting  patterns  (i.e.,  calen- 
dar month,  4-week,  5-week  periods)  but  not  for 
seasonal  variation  except  for  the  index  as  shown  in 
table  1.

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Consumption  (Cotton  System) — Includes  materials 
passed  through  the  opener  or  otherwise  removed 
from  inventory  and  put  into  process  for  spinning, 
bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes  cotton  and  linters 
waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste  materials. 

Stocks: 

Held  by  consuming  establishments — Inventory 
of  materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill  warehouse, 
or  in  any  private  storage  place  owned  or  leased 
as  of  the  close  of  business  on  the  last  day  of  the 
report  period.  Included  are  raw  linters  in  bale 
form,  stocks  in  consuming  establishment  regard- 
less of  ownership,  and  the  stockpile  cotton  re- 
leased by  the  General  Services  Administration. 
Excluded  are  in-process  material,  material 
stored  in  public  warehouses  or  at  other  manu- 
facturing plants,  battings  and  pads  made  from 
linters  by  others,  and  linters  pulp. 

Held  at  public  storage  and  compresses — Stocks 
of  cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possess  ion  at  the  close 
of  business  of  the  day  indicated  regardless  of  the 
year  or  locality  of  growth.  These  figures  include 
cotton  and  raw  linters  as  follows:  On  hand  for 
which  warehouse  receipts  have  been  issued  or 
which  are  awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for 
consolidation;  going  into  storage  for  which  ware- 
house receipts  have  not  yet  been  issued;  and  held 
for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  they  exclude  cotton  and 
raw  linters  in  transit  to  or  from  the  warehouse 
and  stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  waste,  motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  gin  stocks--Stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  at  farms  and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles- -The  term  "cotton- system  spinning 
spindles"  does  not  include  spindles  operated  on  the 
"American"  and  other  new  systems  for  spinning 
uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate  the  number 
active  for  the  shift  during  which  the  largest  number 
of  spindles  was  operated  on  the  last  day  of  the  period. 
Spindle  hours  data  reflect  the  total  spindle  hours 
operated  during  the  period  for  each  fiber  classifi- 
cation listed. 
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The  statistics  in  this  publication  are  based  on  a  survey  of  manufacturing  plants  consuming  cotton, 
manmade  fiber  staple  and  raw  linters  and  cotton  warehouses  and  compresses.  The  data  represent  the 
entire  U.S.  consumption  and  spindle  activity  on  the  cotton  system;  and  stocks  excefit  as  noted  in  the 
tables.  Estimates  are  included  for  companies  whose  reports  were  not  received  in  time  for  tabulation. 
A  more  complete  description  of  the  survey  appears  on  page  10.

DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

The  statistics  in  this  publication  were  collected 
on  Census  monthly  Forms  M22P,  "Cotton,  Manmade 
Fiber  Staple  and  Linters,  Consumption  and  Stocks, 
and  Spindle  Activity"  and  M22N,  "Cotton  and  Linters 
in  Public  Storage  and  at  Compresses,"  from  a  panel 
of  approximately  800  consumers  and  1200  warehouses 
accounting  for  over  95  percent  of  the  total  consump- 
tion and  commercial  stocks.  Estimates  are  included 
for  about  300  small  establishments  which  report  on 
an  annual  basis. 

The  current  month's  figures  may  also  include 
estimates  for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not 
received  in  time  for  tabulation.  Such  missing 
figures  are  imputed  from  themonth-to-monthmove- 
ments  shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are  generally 
limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent.  Individual 
items  with  higher  imputation  rates  are  footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator 
of  the  potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to 
nonresponse,  because  the  actual  monthly  movements 
for  nonrespondents  may  or  may  not  closely  agree 
with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable  range 
of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed  figures 
is  unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty  regarding 
the  accuracy  of  the  data,  however,  increases  as  the 
percentage  of  imputation  increases.  Figures  with 
high  imputation  rates,  therefore,  should  be  used 
with  caution. 

Statistics  for  previous  months  may  be  revised, 
due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from  respondents, 
including  late  reports  for  which  estimates  were 
made,  and  other  corrections.  Figures  which  were 
revised  significantly  are  indicated  by  footnotes. 

The  data  are  adjusted  for  number  of  working  days 
in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate  for  differences 
in  individual  company  reportingpatterns  (i.e.,  calen- 
dar month,  4-week,  5-week  periods)  but  not  for 
seasonal  variation  except  for  the  index  as  shown  in 
table  1.

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Consumption  (Cotton  System)--  Includes  materials 
passed  through  the  opener  or  otherwise  removed 
from  inventory  and  pat  into  process  for  spinning, 
bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes  cotton  and  linters 
waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste  materials. 

Stocks: 

Held  by  consuming  establishments --Inventory 
of  materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill  warehouse, 
or  in  any  private  storage  place  owned  or  leased 
as  of  the  close  of  business  on  the  last  day  of  the 
report  period.  Included  are  raw  linters  in  bale 
form,  stocks  in  consuming  establishment  regard- 
less of  ownership,  and  the  stockpile  cotton  re- 
leased by  the  General  Services  Administration. 
Excluded  are  in-process  material,  material 
stored  in  public  warehouses  or  at  other  manu- 
facturing plants,  battings  and  pads  made  from 
linters  by  others,  and  linters  pulp. 

Held  at  public  storage  and  compresses--Stocks 
of  cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession  at  the  close 
of  business  of  the  day  indicated  regardless  of  the 
year  or  locality  of  growth.  These  figures  include 
cotton  and  raw  linters  as  follows:  On  hand  for 
which  warehouse  receipts  have  been  issued  or 
which  are  awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for 
consolidation;  going  into  storage  for  which  ware- 
house receipts  have  not  yet  been  issued;  and  held 
for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  they  exclude  cotton  and 
raw  linters  in  transit  to  or  from  the  warehouse 
and  stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  waste,  motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  gin  stocks- -Stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  at  farms  and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles- -The  term  "cotton- system  spinning 
spindles"  does  not  include  spindles  operated  on  the 
"American"  and  other  new  systems  for  spinning 
uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate  the  number 
active  for  the  shift  during  which  the  largest  number 
of  spindles  was  operated  on  the  last  day  of  the  period. 
Spindle  hours  data  reflect  the  total  spindle  hours 
operated  during  the  period  for  each  fiber  classifi- 
cation listed.

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DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

The  statistics  in  this  publication  were  collected 
on  Census  monthly  Forms  M22P,  "Cotton,  Manmade 
Fiber  Staple  and  Linters,  Consumption  and  Stocks, 
and  Spindle  Activity"  and  M22N,  "Cotton  and  Linters 
in  Public  Storage  and  at  Compresses,"  from  a  panel 
of  approximately  800  consumers  and  1200  warehouses 
accounting  for  over  95  percent  of  the  total  consump- 
tion and  commercial  stocks.  Estimates  are  included 
for  about  300  small  establishments  which  report  on 
an  annual  basis. 

The  current  month's  figures  may  also  include 
estimates  for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not 
received  in  time  for  tabulation.  Such  missing 
figures  are  imputed  from  the  month-to-month  move- 
ments shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are  generally 
limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent.  Individual 
items  with  higher  imputation  rates  are  footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator 
of  the  potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to 
nonresponse,  because  the  actual  monthly  movements 
for  nonrespondents  may  or  may  not  closely  agree 
with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable  range 
of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed  figures 
is  unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty  regarding 
the  accuracy  of  the  data,  however,  increases  as  the 
percentage  of  imputation  increases.  Figures  with 
high  imputation  rates,  therefore,  should  be  used 
with  caution. 

Statistics  for  previous  months  may  be  revised, 
due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from  respondents, 
including  late  reports  for  which  estimates  were 
made,  and  other  corrections.  Figures  which  were 
revised  significantly  are  indicated  by  footnotes. 

The  data  are  adjusted  for  number  of  workingdays 
in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate  for  differences 
in  individual  company  reportingpatterns  (i.e., calen- 
dar month,  4-week,  5-week  periods)  but  not  for 
seasonal  variation  except  for  the  index  as  shown  in 
table  1.

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Consumption  (Cotton System)--  Includes  materials 
passed  through  the  opener  or  otherwise  removed 
from  inventory  and  put  into  process  for  spinning, 
bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes  cotton  and  linters 
waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste  materials. 

Stocks: 

Held  by  consuming  establishments --Inventory 
of  materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill  warehouse, 
or  in  any  private  storage  place  owned  or  leased 
as  of  the  close  of  business  on  the  last  day  of  the 
report  period.  Included  are  raw  linters  in  bale 
form,  stocks  in  consuming  establishment  regard- 
less of  ownership,  and  the  stockpile  cotton  re- 
leased by  the  General  Services  Administration. 
Excluded  are  in-process  material,  material 
stored  in  public  warehouses  or  at  other  manu- 
facturing plants,  battings  and  pads  made  from 
linters  by  others,  and  linters  pulp. 

Held  at  public  storage  and  compresses — Stocks 
of  cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession  at  the  close 
of  business  of  the  day  indicated  regardless  of  the 
year  or  locality  of  growth.  These  figures  include 
cotton  and  raw  linters  as  follows:  On  hand  for 
which  warehouse  receipts  have  been  issued  or 
which  are  awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for 
consolidation;  going  into  storage  for  which  ware- 
house receipts  have  not  yet  been  issued;  and  held 
for  '  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  they  exclude  cotton  and 
raw  linters  in  transit  to  or  from  the  warehouse 
and  stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  waste,  motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  gin  stocks- -Stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  at  farms  and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles--The  term  "cotton-system  spinning 
spindles"  does  not  include  spindles  operated  on  the 
"American"  and  other  new  systems  for  spinning 
uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate  the  number 
active  for  the  shift  during  which  the  largest  number 
of  spindles  was  operated  on  the  last  day  of  the  period. 
Spindle  hours  data  reflect  the  total  spindle  hours 
operated  during  the  period  for  each  fiber  classifi- 
cation listed.

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DESCRIPTION  OF   SURVEY 

The  statistics  in  this  publication  were  collected 
on  Census  monthly  Forms  M22P,  "Cotton,  Manmade 
Fiber  Staple  and  Linters,  Consumption  and  Stocks, 
and  Spindle  Activity'  and  M22N,  "Cotton  and  Linters 
in  Public  Storage  and  at  Compresses,"  from  a  panel 
of  approximately  800  consumers  and  1200  warehouses 
accounting  for  over  95  percent  of  the  total  consump- 
tion and  commercial  stocks.  Estimates  are  included 
for  about  300  small  establishments  which  report  on 
an  annual  basis. 

The  current  month's  figures  may  also  include 
estimates  for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not 
received  in  time  for  tabulation.  Such  missing 
figures  are  imputed  from  themonth-to-monthmove- 
ments  shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are  generally 
limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent.  Individual 
items  with  higher  imputation  rates  are  footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator 
of  the  potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to 
nonresponse,  because  the  actual  monthly  movements 
for  nonrespondents  may  or  may  not  closely  agree 
with  the  imputed  movements.

The  data  shown  in  this  report  summarizes 
the  information  published  in  the  monthly  M22P 
Series.  A  tabulation  of  the  annual  reports 
submitted  by  respondents  who  are  excluded 
from  the  monthly  mailing  panel  did  not  show 
any  significant  differences  compared  to  the 
monthly  estimates.  As  a  result,  no  revisions 
have  been  made  to  the  monthly  figures 
previously  published  in  this  series. 


DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY--The  data  in  this 
report  cover  all  manufacturing  plants  consuming 
cotton  and  manmade  fiber  staple  on  the  cotton 
system,  and  consumption  of  linters.

The  figures  in  this  series  exclude  consumption 
of  uncut  top  and  other  longer  fibers  on  the 
"American"  and  other  new  systems  for  spinning 
uncut  top.  Those  establishments  spinning  cotton 
and  manmade  fiber  staple  on  woolen  and/or 
worsted  machinery  are  also  excluded  from  this 
report.

In  addition  to  manufacturing  establishments, 
public  warehouses  and  compresses  storing  cotton 
and  linters  report  monthly  information  as  shown 
in  this  series,  on  census  form  M22N,  Cotton  and 
Raw  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  Compresses. 

This  report  summarizes  the  consumption  and 
stocks  data  published  monthly  in  the  Current 
Industrial  Reports  Series  M22P,  Cotton,  Manmade 
Fiber  Staple,  and  Linters  Consumption  and  Stocks, 
and  Spindle  Activity. 


The  consumption  data  are  adjusted  for  number 
of  working  days  in  the  reporting  period  to  com- 
pensate for  differences  in  individual  company 
reporting  patterns  (i.e.,  calendar  month,  4-week, 
5-week  periods)  but  not  for  seasonal  variation 
except  for  the  index  as  shown  in  table  3.

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DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

The  statistics  in  this  publication  were  collected 
on  Census  monthly  Forms  M22P,  "Cotton,  Manmade 
Fiber  Staple  and  Linters,  Consumption  and  Stocks, 
and  Spindle  Activity"  and  M22N,  "Cotton  and  Linters 
in  Public  Storage  and  at  Compresses,"  from  a  panel 
of  approximately  800  consumers  and  1200  warehouses 
accounting  for  over  95  percent  of  the  total  consump- 
tion and  commercial  stocks.  Estimates  are  included 
for  about  300  small  establishments  which  report  on 
an  annual  basis. 

The  current  month's  figures  may  also  include 
estimates  for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not 
received  in  time  for  tabulation.  Such  missing 
figures  are  imputed  from  the  month-to-month  move- 
ments shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are  generally 
limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent.  Individual 
items  with  higher  imputation  rates  are  footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator 
of  the  potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to 
nonresponse,  because  the  actual  monthly  movements 
for  nonrespondents  may  or  may  not  closely  agree 
with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable  range 
of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed  figures 
is  unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty  regarding 
the  accuracy  of  the  data,  however,  increases  as  the 
percentage  of  imputation  increases.  Figures  with 
high  imputation  rates,  therefore,  should  be  used 
with  caution. 

Statistics  for  previous  months  may  be  revised, 
due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from  respondents, 
including  late  reports  for  which  estimates  were 
made,  and  other  corrections.  Figures  which  were 
revised  significantly  are  indicated  by  footnotes. 

The  data  are  adjusted  for  number  of  working  days 
in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate  for  differences 
in  individual  company  reportingpatterns  (i.e., calen- 
dar month,  4-week,  5-week  periods)  but  not  for 
seasonal  variation  except  for  the  index  as  shown  in 
table  1.

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Consumption  (Cotton  System)-  -  Includes  materials 
passed  through  the  opener  or  otherwise  removed 
from  inventory  and  put  into  process  for  spinning, 
bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes  cotton  and  linters 
waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste  materials. 

Stocks: 

Held  by  consuming  establishments — Inventory 
of  materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill  warehouse, 
or  in  any  private  storage  place  owned  or  leased 
as  of  the  close  of  business  on  the  last  day  of  the 
report  period.  Included  are  raw  linters  in  bale 
form,  stocks  in  consuming  establishment  regard- 
less of  ownership,  and  the  stockpile  cotton  re- 
leased by  the  General  Services  Administration. 
Excluded  are  in-process  material,  material 
stored  in  public  warehouses  or  at  other  manu- 
facturing plants,  battings  and  pads  made  from 
linters  by  others,  and  linters  pulp. 

Held  at  public  storage  and  compresses- -Stocks 
of  cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession  at  the  close 
of  business  of  the  day  indicated  regardless  of  the 
year  or  locality  of  growth.  These  figures  include/ 
cotton  and  raw  linters  as  follows:  On  hand  foi^ 
which  warehouse  receipts  have  been  issued  or 
which  are  awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for 
consolidation;  going  into  storage  for  which  ware- 
house receipts  have  not  yet  been  issued;  and  held 
for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  they  exclude  cotton  and 
raw  linters  in  transit  to  or  from  the  warehouse 
and  stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  waste,  motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  gin  stocks- -Stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  at  farms  and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles- -The  term  "cotton-system  spinning 
spindles"  does  not  include  spindles  operated  on  the 
"American"  and  other  new  systems  for  spinning 
uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate  the  number 
active  for  the  shift  during  which  the  largest  number 
of  spindles  was  operated  on  the  last  day  of  the  period. 
Spindle  hours  data  reflect  the  total  spindle  hours 
operated  during  the  period  for  each  fiber  classifi- 
cation listed. 
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The  statistics  in  this  publication  are  based  on  a  survey  of  manufacturing  plants  consuming  cotton,  man- 
made  fiber  staple  and  raw  linters  and  cotton  warehouses  and  compresses.  The  daW represent  the  entire 
U.S.  consumption  and  spindle  activity  on  the  cotton  system;  and  stocks  except  as  noted  in  the  tables. 
Estimates  are  included  for  companies  whose  reports  were  not  received  in  time  for  tabulation.  A  more 
complete  description  of  the  survey  appears  on  page  9.

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DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 


The  statistics  in  this  publication  were  collected 
on  Census  monthly  Forms  M22P,  "Cotton,  Manmade 
Fiber  Staple  and  Linters,  Consumption  and  Stocks, 
and  Spindle  Activity"  and  M22N,  "Cotton  and  Linters 
in  Public  Storage  and  at  Compresses,"  from  a  panel 
of  approximately  800  consumers  and  1200  warehouses 
accounting  for  over  95  percent  of  the  total  consump- 
tion and  commercial  stocks.  Estimates  are  included 
for  about  300  small  establishments  which  report  on 
an  annual  basis. 

The  current  month's  figures  may  also  include 
estimates  for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not 
received  in  time  for  tabulation.  Such  missing 
figures  are  imputed  from  the  month-to-month  move- 
ments shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are  generally 
limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent.  Individual 
items  with  higher  imputation  rates  are  footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator 
of  the  potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to 
nonresponse,  because  the  actual  monthly  movements 
for  nonrespondents  may  or  may  not  closely  agree 
with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable  range 
of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed  figures 
is  unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty  regarding 
the  accuracy  of  the  data,  however,  increases  as  the 
percentage  of  imputation  increases.  Figures  with 
high  imputation  rates,  therefore,  should  be  used 
with  caution. 

Statistics  for  previous  months  may  be  revised, 
due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from  respondents, 
including  late  reports  for  which  estimates  were 
made,  and  other  corrections.  Figures  which  were 
revised  significantly  are  indicated  by  footnotes. 

The  data  are  adjusted  for  number  of  workingdays 
in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate  for  differences 
in  individual  company  reportingpatterns  (i.e.,  calen- 
dar month,  4-week,  5-week  periods)  but  not  for 
seasonal  variation  except  for  the  index  as  shown  in 
table  1.

Consumption  (Cotton  System)-- Includes  materials 
passed  through  the  opener  or  otherwise  removed 
from  inventory  and  put  into  process  for  spinning, 
bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes  cotton  and  linters 
waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste  materials. 

Stocks: 

Held  by  consuming  establishments-- Inventory 
of  materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill  warehouse, 
or  in  any  private  storage  place  owned  or  leased 
as  of  the  close  of  business  on  the  last  day  of  the 
report  period.  Included  are  raw  linters  in  bale 
form,  stocks  in  consuming  establishment  regard- 
less of  ownership,  and  the  stockpile  cotton  re- 
leased by  the  General  Services  Administration. 
Excluded  are  in-process  material,  material 
stored  in  public  warehouses  or  at  other  manu- 
facturing plants,  battings  and  pads  made  from 
linters  by  others,  and  linters  pulp. 

Held  at  public  storage  and  compresses--Stocks 
of  cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession  at  the  close 
of  business  of  the  day  indicated  regardless  of  the 
year  or  locality  of  growth.  These  figures  includ^ 
cotton  and  raw  linters  as  follows:  On  hand  foi^j 
which  warehouse  receipts  have  been  issued  or 
which  are  awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for 
consolidation;  going  into  storage  for  which  ware- 
house receipts  have  not  yet  been  issued;  and  held 
for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  they  exclude  cotton  and 
raw  linters  in  transit  to  or  from  the  warehouse 
and  stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  waste,  motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  gin  stocks- -Stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  at  farms  and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles- -The  term  "cotton-system  spinning 
spindles"  does  not  include  spindles  operated  on  the 
"American"  and  other  new  systems  for  spinning 
uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate  the  number 
active  for  the  shift  during  which  the  largest  number 
of  spindles  was  operated  on  the  last  day  of  the  period. 
Spindle  hours  data  reflect  the  total  spindle  hours 
operated  during  the  period  for  each  fiber  classifi- 
cation listed. 
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The  statistics  in  this  publication  are  based  on  a  survey  of  manufacturing  plants  consuming  cotton,  man- 
made  fiber  staple  and  raw  linters  and  cotton  warehouses  and  compresses.  The  data  represent  the  entire 
U.S.  consumption  and  spindle  activity  on  the  cotton  system;  and  stocks  except  as  noted  in  the  tables. 
Estimates  are  included  for  companies  whose  reports  were  not  received  in  time  for  tabulation.  A  more 
complete  description  of  the  survey  appears  on  page  9.

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DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

The  statistics  in  this  publication  were  collected 
on  Census  monthly  Forms  M22P,  "Cotton,  Man- 
made  Fiber  Staple  and  Linters,  Consumption 
and  Stocks,  and  Spindle  Activity"  and  M22N, 
"Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  at 
Compresses,"  from  a  panel  of  approximately 
800  consumers  and  1200  warehouses  accounting 
for  over  95%  of  the  total  consumption  and  com- 
mercial stocks.  Estimates  are  included  for  about 
300  small  establishments  which  report  on  an 
annual  basis. 

The  current  month's  figures  may  also  include 
estimates  for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not 
received  in  time  for  tabulation.  Such  missing 
figures  are  imputed  from  the  month- to- month 
movements  shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are 
generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent. 
Individual  items  with  higher  imputation  rates  are 
footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator 
of  the  potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to 
nonresponse,  because  the  actual  monthly  move- 
ments for  nonrespondents  may  or  may  not  closely 
agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed 
figures  is  unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty 
regarding  the  accuracy  of  the  data,  however, 
increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.  Figures  with  high  imputation  rates, 
therefore,  should  be  used  with  caution. 

Statistics  for  previous  months  may  be  revised, 
due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from  respondents, 
including  late  reports  for  which  estimates  were 
made,  and  other  corrections.  Figures  which  were 
revised  significantly  are  indicated  by  footnotes. 

The  data  are  adjusted  for  number  of  working 
days  in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate  for 
differences  in  individual  company  reporting 
patterns  (i.e.,  calendar  month,  4- week,  5-week 
periods)  but  not  for  seasonal  variation  except 
for  the  index  as  shown  in  table  1.

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Consumption  (Cotton  System) --Includes  ma- 
terials  passed  through  the  opener  or  otherwise 
removed  from  inventory  and  put  into  process  for 
spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes  cotton  and 
linters  waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste 
materials. 

Stocks: 

Held  by  consuming  establishments- -Inven- 
tory of  materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill 
warehouse,  or  in  any  private  storage  place 
owned  or  leased  as  of  the  close  of  business 
on  the  last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included 
are  raw  linters  in  bale  form,  stocks  in  con- 
suming establishment  regardless  of  ownership, 
and  the  stockpile  cotton  released  by  the  General 
Services  Administration.  Excluded  are  in- 
process  material,  material  stored  in  public 
warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants, 
battings  and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others, 
and  linters  pulp. 

Held  at  public  storage  and  compresses-- 
Stocks  of  cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession 
at  the  close  of  business  of  the  day  indicated 
regardless  of  the  year  or  locality  of  growth. 
These  figures  include  cotton  and  raw  linters 
as  follows:  On  hand  for  which  warehouse 
receipts  have  been  issued  or  which  are 
awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for  con- 
solidation; going  into  storage  for  which  ware- 
house receipts  have  not  yet  been  issued;  and 
held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  they  exclude  cotton  and 
raw  linters  in  transit  to  or  from  the  ware- 
house and  stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  waste, 
motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  gin  stocks--Stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  at  farms  and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles- -The  term  "cotton- system  spinning 
spindles"  does  not  include  spindles  operated  on 
the  "American"  and  other  new  systems  for 
spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the 
largest  number  of  spindles  was  operated  on  the 
last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle  hours  data  reflect 
the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the  period 
for  each  fiber  classification  listed.

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DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

The  statistics  in  this  publication  were  collected 
on  Census  monthly  Forms  1VI22P,  "Cotton,  Man- 
made  Fiber  Staple  and  Linters,  Consumption 
and  Stocks,  and  Spindle  Activity"  and  M22N, 
"Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  at 
Compresses,"  from  a  panel  of  approximately 
800  consumers  and  1200  warehouses  accounting 
for  over  95%  of  the  total  consumption  and  com- 
mercial stocks.  Estimates  are  included  for  about 
300  small  establishments  which  report  on  an 
annual  basis. 

The  current  month's  figures  may  also  include 
estimates  for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not 
received  in  time  for  tabulation.  Such  missing 
figures  are  imputed  from  the  month- to- month 
movements  shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are 
generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent. 
Individual  items  with  higher  imputation  rates  are 
footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator 
of  the  potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to 
nonresponse,  because  the  actual  monthly  move- 
ments for  nonrespondents  may  or  may  not  closely 
agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed 
figures  is  unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty 
regarding  the  accuracy  of  the  data,  however, 
increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.  Figures  with  high  imputation  rates, 
therefore,  should  be  used  with  caution. 

Statistics  for  previous  months  may  be  revised, 
due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from  respondents, 
including  late  reports  for  which  estimates  were 
made,  and  other  corrections.  Figures  which  were 
revised  significantly  are  indicated  by  footnotes. 

The  data  are  adjusted  for  number  of  working 
days  in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate  for 
differences  in  individual  company  reporting 
patterns  (i.e.,  calendar  month,  4-week,  5-week 
periods)  but  not  for  seasonal  variation  except 
for  the  index  as  shown  in  table  1.

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Consumption  (Cotton  System)--Includes  ma- 
te rIaTi~passed~througE~tHe~opener  or  otherwise 
removed  from  inventory  and  put  into  process  for 
spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes  cotton  and 
linters  waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste 
materials. 

Stocks: 

Held  by  consuming  establishments- -Inven- 
tory of  materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill 
warehouse,  or  in  any  private  storage  place 
owned  or  leased  as  of  the  close  of  business 
on  the  last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included 
are  raw  linters  in  bale  form,  stocks  in  con- 
suming establishment  regardless  of  ownership, 
and  the  stockpile  cotton  released  by  the  General 
Services  Administration.  Excluded  are  in- 
process  material,  material  stored  in  public 
warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants, 
battings  and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others, 
and  linters  pulp. 

Held  at  public  storage  and  compresses-- 
Stocks  of  cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession 
at  the  close  of  business  of  the  day  indicated 
regardless  of  the  year  or  locality  of  growth. 
These  figures  include  cotton  and  raw  linters 
as  follows:  On  hand  for  which  warehouse 
receipts  have  been  issued  or  which  are 
awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for  con- 
solidation; going  into  storage  for  which  ware- 
house receipts  have  not  yet  been  issued;  and 
held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  they  exclude  cotton  and 
raw  linters  in  transit  to  or  from  the  ware- 
house and  stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  waste, 
motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  gin  stocks--Stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  at  farms  and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles--The  term  "cotton- system  spinning 
spindles"  does  not  include  spindles  operated  on 
the  "American"  and  other  new  systems  for 
spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the 
largest  number  of  spindles  was  operated  on  the 
last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle  hours  data  reflect 
the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the  period 
for  each  fiber  classification  listed. 
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The  statistics  in  this  publication  are  based  on  a  survey  of  manufacturing  plants  consuming  cotton,  man- 
made  fiber  staple  and  raw  linters  and  cotton  warehouses  and  compresses.  The  data  represent  the  entire 
U.S.  consumption  and  spindle  activity  on  the  cotton  system;  and  stocks  except  as  noted  in  the  tables. 
Estimates  are  included  for  companies  whose  reports  were  not  received  in  time  for  tabulation.  A  more 
complete  description  of  the  survey  appears  on  page  9.

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DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

The  statistics  in  this  publication  were  collected 
on  Census  monthly  Forms  M22P,  "Cotton,  Man- 
made  Fiber  Staple  and  Linters,  Consumption 
and  Stocks,  and  Spindle  Activity"  and  M22N, 
"Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  at 
Compresses,"  from  a  panel  of  approximately 
800  consumers  and  1200  warehouses  accounting 
for  over  95%  of  the  total  consumption  and  com- 
mercial stocks.  Estimates  are  included  for  about 
300  small  establishments  which  report  on  an 
annual  basis. 

The  current  month's  figures  may  also  include 
estimates  for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not 
received  in  time  for  tabulation.  Such  missing 
figures  are  imputed  from  the  month-to- month 
movements  shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are 
generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent. 
Individual  items  with  higher  imputation  rates  are 
footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator 
of  the  potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to 
nonresponse,  because  the  actual  monthly  move- 
ments for  nonrespondents  may  or  may  not  closely 
agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed 
figures  is  unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty 
regarding  the  accuracy  of  the  data,  however, 
increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.  Figures  with  high  imputation  rates, 
therefore,  should  be  used  with  caution. 

Statistics  for  previous  months  may  be  revised, 
due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from  respondents, 
including  late  reports  for  which  estimates  were 
made,  and  other  corrections.  Figures  which  were 
revised  significantly  are  indicated  by  footnotes. 

The  data  are  adjusted  for  number  of  working 
days  in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate  for 
differences  in  individual  company  reporting 
patterns  (i.e.,  calendar  month,  4-week,  5-week 
periods)  but  not  for  seasonal  variation  except 
for  the  index  as  shown  in  table  1.

Consumption  (Cotton  System) --Includes  ma- 
te riaTs~passeTThroupr^nTe~opener  or  otherwise 
removed  from  inventory  and  put  into  process  for 
spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes  cotton  and 
linters  waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste 
materials. 

Stocks: 

Held  by  consuming  establishments- -Inven- 
tory of  materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill 
warehouse,  or  in  any  private  storage  place 
owned  or  leased  as  of  the  close  of  business 
on  the  last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included 
are  raw  linters  in  bale  form,  stocks  in  con- 
suming establishment  regardless  of  ownership, 
and  the  stockpile  cotton  released  by  the  General 
Services  Administration.  Excluded  are  in- 
process  material,  material  stored  in  public 
warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants, 
battings  and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others, 
and  linters  pulp. 

Held  at  public  storage  and  compresses-- 
Stocks  of  cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession 
at  the  close  of  business  of  the  day  indicated 
regardless  of  the  year  or  locality  of  growth. 
These  figures  include  cotton  and  raw  linters 
as  follows:  On  hand  for  which  warehouse 
receipts  have  been  issued  or  which  are 
awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for  con- 
solidation; going  into  storage  for  which  ware- 
house receipts  have  not  yet  been  issued;  and 
held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  they  exclude  cotton  and 
raw  linters  in  transit  to  or  from  the  ware- 
house and  stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  waste, 
motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  gin  stocks--Stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  at  farms  and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles--The  term  "cotton- system  spinning 
spindles"  does  not  include  spindles  operated  on 
the  "American"  and  other  new  systems  for 
spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the 
largest  number  of  spindles  was  operated  on  the 
last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle  hours  data  reflect 
the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the  period 
for  each  fiber  classification  listed.

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DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

The  statistics  in  this  publication  were  collected 
on  Census  monthly  Forms  M22P,  "Cotton,  Man- 
made  Fiber  Staple  and  Linters,  Consumption 
and  Stocks,  and  Spindle  Activity"  and  M22N, 
"Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  at 
Compresses,"  from  a  panel  of  approximately 
800  consumers  and  1200  warehouses  accounting 
for  over  95%  of  the  total  consumption  and  com- 
mercial stocks.  Estimates  are  included  for  about 
300  small  establishments  which  report  on  an 
annual  basis. 

The  current  month's  figures  may  also  include 
estimates  for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not 
received  in  time  for  tabulation.  Such  missing 
figures  are  imputed  from  the  month- to- month 
movements  shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are 
generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent. 
Individual  items  with  higher  imputation  rates  are 
footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator 
of  the  potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to 
nonresponse,  because  the  actual  monthly  move- 
ments for  nonrespondents  may  or  may  not  closely 
agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed 
figures  is  unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty 
regarding  the  accuracy  of  the  data,  however, 
increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.  Figures  with  high  imputation  rates, 
therefore,  should  be  used  with  caution. 

Statistics  for  previous  months  maybe  revised, 
due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from  respondents, 
including  late  reports  for  which  estimates  were 
made,  and  other  corrections.  Figures  which  were 
revised  significantly  are  indicated  by  footnotes. 

The  data  are  adjusted  for  number  of  working 
days  in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate  for 
differences  in  individual  company  reporting 
patterns  (i.e.,  calendar  month,  4-week,  5-week 
periods)  but  not  for  seasonal  variation  except 
for  the  index  as  shown  in  table  1.

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Consumption  (Cotton  System) --Includes  ma- 
terials  passed  through  the  opener  or  otherwise 
removed  from  inventory  and  put  into  process  for 
spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes  cotton  and 
linters  waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste 
materials. 

Stocks: 

Held  by  consuming  establishments- -Inven- 
tory of  materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill 
warehouse,  or  in  any  private  storage  place 
owned  or  leased  as  of  the  close  of  business 
on  the  last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included 
are  raw  linters  in  bale  form,  stocks  in  con- 
suming establishment  regardless  of  ownership, 
and  the  stockpile  cotton  released  by  the  General 
Services  Administration.  Excluded  are  in- 
process  material,  material  stored  in  public 
warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants, 
battings  and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others, 
and  linters  pulp. 

Held  at  public  storage  and  compresses- - 
Stocks  of  cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession 
at  the  close  of  business  of  the  day  indicated 
regardless  of  the  year  or  locality  of  growth. 
These  figures  include  cotton  and  raw  linters 
as  follows:  On  hand  for  which  warehouse 
receipts  have  been  issued  or  which  are 
awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for  con- 
solidation; going  into  storage  for  which  ware- 
house receipts  have  not  yet  been  issued;  and 
held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  they  exclude  cotton  and 
raw  linters  in  transit  to  or  from  the  ware- 
house and  stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  waste, 
motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  gin  stocks — Stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  at  farms  and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles--The  term  "cotton-system  spinning 
spindles"  does  not  include  spindles  operated  on 
the  "American"  and  other  new  systems  for 
spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the 
largest  number  of  spindles  was  operated  on  the 
last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle  hours  data  reflect 
the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the  period 
for  each  fiber  classification  listed. 
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The  statistics  in  this  publication  are  based  on  a  survey  of  manufacturing  plants  consuming  cotton,  man- 
made  fiber  staple  and  raw  linters  and  cotton  warehouses  and  compresses.  The  data  represent  the  entire 
U.S.  consumption  and  spindle  activity  on  the  cotton  system;  and  stocks  except  as  noted  in  the  tables. 
Estimates  are  included  for  companies  whose  reports  were  not  received  in  time  for  tabulation.  A  more 
complete  description  of  the  survey  appears  on  page  10.

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DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

The  statistics  in  this  publication  were  collected 
on  Census  monthly  Forms  M22P,  "Cotton.  Man- 
made  Fiber  Staple  and  Linters,  Consumption 
and  Stocks,  and  Spindle  Activity"  and  M22N, 
"Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  at 
Compresses,"  from  a  panel  of  approximately 
800  consumers  and  1200  warehouses  accounting 
for  over  95%  of  the  total  consumption  and  com- 
mercial stocks.  Estimates  are  included  for  about 
300  small  establishments  which  report  on  an 
annual  basis. 

The  current  month's  figures  may  also  include 
estimates  for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not 
received  in  time  for  tabulation.  Such  missing 
figures  are  imputed  from  the  month-to- month 
movements  shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are 
generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent. 
Individual  items  with  higher  imputation  rates  are 
footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator 
of  the  potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to 
nonresponse,  because  the  actual  monthly  move- 
ments for  nonrespondents  may  or  may  not  closely 
agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed 
figures  is  unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty 
regarding  the  accuracy  of  the  data,  however, 
increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.  Figures  with  high  imputation  rates, 
therefore,  should  be  used  with  caution. 

Statistics  for  previous  months  may  be  revised, 
due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from  respondents, 
including  late  reports  for  which  estimates  were 
made,  and  other  corrections.  Figures  which  were 
revised  significantly  are  indicated  by  footnotes. 

The  data  are  adjusted  for  number  of  working 
days  in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate  for 
differences  in  individual  company  reporting 
patterns  (i.e.,  calendar  month.  4-week,  5-week 
periods)  but  not  for  seasonal  variation  except 
for  the  index  as  shown  in  table  1.

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Consumption  (Cotton  System)--Includes  ma- 
terials  passed  through  the  opener  or  otherwise 
removed  from  inventory  and  put  into  process  for 
spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes  cotton  and 
linters  waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste 
materials. 

Stocks: 

Held  by  consuming  establishments- -Inven- 
tory of  materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill 
warehouse,  or  in  any  private  storage  place 
owned  or  leased  as  of  the  close  of  business 
on  the  last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included 
are  raw  linters  in  bale  form,  stocks  in  con- 
suming establishment  regardless  of  ownership, 
and  the  stockpile  cotton  released  by  the  General 
Services  Administration.  Excluded  are  in- 
process  material,  material  stored  in  public 
warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants, 
battings  and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others, 
and  linters  pulp. 

Held  at  public  storage  and  compresses-- 
Stocks  of  cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession 
at  the  close  of  business  of  the  day  indicated 
regardless  of  the  year  or  locality  of  growth. 
These  figures  include  cotton  and  raw  linters 
as  follows:  On  hand  for  which  warehouse 
receipts  have  been  issued  or  which  are 
awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for  con- 
solidation; going  into  storage  for  which  ware- 
house receipts  have  not  yet  been  issued;  and 
held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  they  exclude  cotton  and 
raw  linters  in  transit  to  or  from  the  ware- 
house and  stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  waste, 
motes,  etc.

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DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

The  statistics  in  this  publication  were  collected 
on  Census  monthly  Forms  M22P,  "Cotton,  Man- 
made  Fiber  Staple  and  Linters,  Consumption 
and  Stocks,  and  Spindle  Activity"  and  M22N, 
"Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  at 
Compresses."  from  a  panel  of  approximately 
800  consumers  and  1200  warehouses  accounting 
for  over  95%  of  the  total  consumption  and  com- 
mercial stocks.  Estimates  are  included  for  about 
300  small  establishments  which  report  on  an 
annual  basis. 

The  current  month's  figures  may  also  include 
estimates  for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not 
received  in  time  for  tabulation.  Such  missing 
figures  are  imputed  from  the  month- to- month 
movements  shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are 
generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent. 
Individual  items  with  higher  imputation  rates  are 
footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator 
of  the  potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to 
nonresponse,  because  the  actual  monthly  move- 
ments for  nonrespondents  may  or  may  not  closely 
agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed 
figures  is  unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty 
regarding  the  accuracy  of  the  data,  however, 
increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.  Figures  with  high  imputation  rates, 
therefore,  should  be  used  with  caution. 

Statistics  for  previous  months  may  be  revised, 
due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from  respondents, 
including  late  reports  for  which  estimates  were 
made,  and  other  corrections.  Figures  which  were 
revised  significantly  are  indicated  by  footnotes. 

The  data  are  adjusted  for  number  of  working 
days  in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate  for 
differences  in  individual  company  reporting 
patterns  (i.e.,  calendar  month,  4- week,  5-week 
periods)  but  not  for  seasonal  variation  except 
for  the  index  as  shown  in  table  1.

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Consumption  (Cotton  System)--Includes  ma- 
terials  passed  through  the  opener  or  otherwise 
removed  from  inventory  and  put  into  process  for 
spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes  cotton  and 
linters  waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste 
materials. 

Stocks: 

Held  by  consuming  establishments- -Inven- 
tory of  materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill 
warehouse,  or  in  any  private  storage  place 
owned  or  leased  as  of  the  close  of  business 
on  the  last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included 
are  raw  linters  in  bale  form,  stocks  in  con- 
suming establishment  regardless  of  ownership, 
and  the  stockpile  cotton  released  by  the  General 
Services  Administration.  Excluded  are  in- 
process  material,  material  stored  in  public 
warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants, 
battings  and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others, 
and  linters  pulp. 

Held  at  public  storage  and  compresses-- 
Stocks  of  cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession 
at  the  close  of  business  of  the  day  indicated 
regardless  of  the  year  or  locality  of  growth. 
These  figures  include  cotton  and  raw  linters 
as  follows:  On  hand  for  which  warehouse 
receipts  have  been  issued  or  which  are 
awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for  con- 
solidation; going  into  storage  for  which  ware- 
house receipts  have  not  yet  been  issued;  and 
held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  they  exclude  cotton  and 
raw  linters  in  transit  to  or  from  the  ware- 
house and  stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  waste, 
motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  gin  stocks--Stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  at  farms  and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles--The  term  "cotton- system  spinning 
spindles"  does  not  include  spindles  operated  on 
the  "American"  and  other  new  systems  for 
spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the 
largest  number  of  spindles  was  operated  on  the 
last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle  hours  data  reflect 
the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the  period 
for  each  fiber  classification  listed. 
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The  statistics  in  this  publication  are  based  on  a  survey  of  manufacturing  plants  consuming  cotton,  man- 
made  fiber  staple  and  raw  linters  and  cotton  warehouses  and  compresses.  The  data  represent  the  entire 
U.S.  consumption  and  spindle  activity  on  the  cotton  system;  and  stocks  except  as  noted  in  the  tables. 
Estimates  are  included  for  companies  whose  reports  were  not  received  in  time  for  tabulation.  A  more 
complete  description  of  the  survey  appears  on  page  10.

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DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

The  statistics  in  this  publication  were  collected 
on  Census  monthly  Forms  M22P,  "Cotton,  Man- 
made  Fiber  Staple  and  Linters,  Consumption 
and  Stocks,  and  Spindle  Activity"  and  M22N, 
"Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  at 
Compresses,"  from  a  panel  of  approximately 
800  consumers  and  1,200  warehouses  accounting 
for  over  95  percent  of  the  total  consumption  and 
commerical  stocks.  Estimates  are  included  for 
about  300  small  establishments  which  report  on 
an  annual  basis. 

The  current  month's  figures  may  also  include 
estimates  for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not 
received  in  time  for  tabulation.  Such  missing 
figures  are  imputed  from  the  month-to-month 
movements  shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are 
generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent. 
Individual  items  with  higher  imputation  rates  are 
footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator 
of  the  potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to 
nonresponse,  because  the  actual  monthly  move- 
ments for  nonrespondents  may  or  may  not  closely 
agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed 
figures  is  unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty 
regarding  the  accuracy  of  the  data,  however, 
increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.  Figures  with  high  imputation  rates, 
therefore,  should  be  used  with  caution. 

Statistics  for  previous  months  may  be  revised, 
due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from  respondents, 
including  late  reports  for  which  estimates  were 
made,  and  other  corrections.  Figures  which  were 
revised  significantly  are  indicated  by  footnotes. 

The  data  are  adjusted  for  number  of  working 
days  in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate  for 
differences  in  individual  company  reporting 
patterns  (i.e.,  calendar  month,  4-week,  5-week 
periods)  but  not  for  seasonal  variation  except 
for  the  index  as  shown  in  table  1.

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Consumption  (Cotton  System)--Includes  ma- 
terials  passed  through  the  opener  or  otherwise 
removed  from  inventory  and  put  into  process  for 
spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes  cotton  and 
linters  waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste 
materials. 

Stocks: 

Held  by  consuming  establishments--Inven- 
tory  of  materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill 
warehouse,  or  in  any  private  storage  place 
owned  or  leased  as  of  the  close  of  business 
on  the  last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included 
are  raw  linters  in  bale  form,  stocks  in  con- 
suming establishment  regardless  of  ownership, 
and  the  stockpile cottonreleasedbytheGeneral 
Services  Administration.  Excluded  are  in- 
process  material,  material  stored  in  public 
warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants, 
battings  and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others, 
and  linters  pulp. 

Held  at  public  storage  and  compresses-- 
Stocks  of  cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession 
at  the  close  of  business  of  the  day  indicated 
regardless  of  the  year  or  locality  of  growth. 
These  figures  include  cotton  and  raw  linters 
as  follows:  On  hand  for  which  warehouse 
receipts  have  been  issued  or  which  are 
awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for  con- 
solidation; going  into  storage  for  which  ware- 
house receipts  have  not  yet  been  issued;  and 
held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  they  exclude  cotton  and 
raw  linters  in  transit  to  or  from  the  ware- 
house and  stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  waste, 
motes,  etc.

DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

The  statistics  in  this  publication  were  collected 
on  Census  monthly  Forms  M22P,  "Cotton,  Man- 
made  Fiber  Staple  and  Linters,  Consumption 
and  Stocks,  and  Spindle  Activity"  and  M22N, 
"Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  at 
Compresses,"  from  a  panel  of  approximately 
800  consumers  and  1,200  warehouses  accounting 
for  over  95  percent  of  the  total  consumption  and 
commerical  stocks.  Estimates  are  included  for 
about  300  small  establishments  which  report  on 
an  annual  basis. 

The  current  month's  figures  may  also  include 
estimates  for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not 
received  in  time  for  tabulation.  Such  missing 
figures  are  imputed  from  the  month- to- month 
movements  shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are 
generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent. 
Individual  items  with  higher  imputation  rates  are 
footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator 
of  the  potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to 
nonresponse,  because  the  actual  monthly  move- 
ments for  nonrespondents  may  or  may  not  closely 
agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed 
figures  is  unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty 
regarding  the  accuracy  of  the  data,  however, 
increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.  Figures  with  high  imputation  rates, 
therefore,  should  be  used  with  caution. 

Statistics  for  previous  months  may  be  revised, 
due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from  respondents, 
including  late  reports  for  which  estimates  were 
made,  and  other  corrections.  Figures  which  were 
revised  significantly  are  indicated  by  footnotes. 

The  data  are  adjusted  for  number  of  working 
days  in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate  for 
differences  in  individual  company  reporting 
patterns  (i.e.,  calendar  month,  4-week,  5-week 
periods)  but  not  for  seasonal  variation  except 
for  the  index  as  shown  in  table  1.

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Consumption  (Cotton  System)--Includes  ma- 
terials  passed  through  the  opener  or  otherwise 
removed  from  inventory  and  put  into  process  for 
spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes  cotton  and 
linters  waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste 
materials. 

Stocks: 

Held  by  consuming  establishments--Inven- 
tory  of  materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill 
warehouse,  or  in  any  private  storage  place 
owned  or  leased  as  of  the  close  of  business 
on  the  last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included 
are  raw  linters  in  bale  form,  stocks  in  con- 
suming establishment  regardless  of  ownership, 
and  the  stockpile  cotton  released  by  the  General 
Services  Administration.  Excluded  are  in- 
process  material,  material  stored  in  public 
warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants, 
battings  and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others, 
and  linters  pulp. 

Held  at  public  storage  and  compresses-- 
Stocks  of  cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession 
at  the  close  of  business  of  the  day  indicated 
regardless  of  the  year  or  locality  of  growth. 
These  figures  include  cotton  and  raw  linters 
as  follows:  On  hand  for  which  warehouse 
receipts  have  been  issued  or  which  are 
awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for  con- 
solidation; going  into  storage  for  which  ware- 
house receipts  have  not  yet  been  issued;  and 
held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  they  exclude  cotton  and 
raw  linters  in  transit  to  or  from  the  ware- 
house and  stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  waste, 
motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  gin  stocks--Stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  at  farms  and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles--The  term  "cotton-system  spinning 
spindles"  does  not  include  spindles  operated  on 
the  "American"  and  other  new  systems  for 
spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the 
largest  number  of  spindles  was  operated  on  the 
last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle  hours  data  reflect 
the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the  period 
for  each  fiber  classification  listed.

Consumption  (Cotton  System)--Includes  ma- 
terials  passed  through  the  opener  or  otherwise 
removed  from  inventory  and  put  into  process  for 
spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes  cotton  and 
linters  waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste 
materials. 

Stocks: 


The  current  month's  figures  may  also  include 
estimates  for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not 
received  in  time  for  tabulation.  Such  missing 
figures  are  imputed  from  the  month-to-month 
movements  shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are 
generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent. 
Individual  items  with  higher  imputation  rates  are 
footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator 
of  the  potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to 
nonresponse,  because  the  actual  monthly  move- 
ments for  nonrespondents  may  or  may  not  closely 
agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed 
figures  is  unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty 
regarding  the  accuracy  of  the  data,  however, 
increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.  Figures  with  high  imputation  rates, 
therefore,  should  be  used  with  caution. 

Statistics  for  previous  months  may  be  revised, 
due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from  respondents, 
including  late  reports  for  which  estimates  were 
made,  and  other  corrections.  Figures  which  were 
revised  significantly  are  indicated  by  footnotes. 

The  data  are  adjusted  for  number  of  working 
days  in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate  for 
differences  in  individual  company  reporting 
patterns  (i.e.,  calendar  month,  4- week,  5-week 
periods)  but  not  for  seasonal  variation  except 
for  the  index  as  shown  in  table  1.

Held  by  consuming  establishments--Inven- 
tory  of  materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill 
warehouse,  or  in  any  private  storage  place 
owned  or  leased  as  of  the  close  of  business 
on  the  last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included 
are  raw  linters  in  bale  form,  stocks  in  con- 
suming establishment  regardless  of  ownership, 
and  the  stockpile  cotton  released  by  theCeneral 
Services  Administration.  Excluded  are  in- 
process  material,  material  stored  in  public 
warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants, 
battings  and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others, 
and  linters  pulp. 

Held  at  public  storage  and  compresses — 
Stocks  of  cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession 
at  the  close  of  business  of  the  day  indicated 
regardless  of  the  year  or  locality  of  growth. 
These  figures  include  cotton  and  raw  linters 
as  follows:  On  hand  for  which  warehouse 
receipts  have  been  issued  or  which  are 
awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for  con- 
solidation; going  into  storage  for  which  ware- 
house receipts  have  not  yet  been  issued;  and 
held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  they  exclude  cotton  and 
raw  linters  in  transit  to  or  from  the  ware- 
house and  stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  waste, 
motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  gin  stocks- -Stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  at  farms  and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles--The  term  "cotton-system  spinning 
spindles"  does  not  include  spindles  operated  on 
the  "American"  and  other  new  systems  for 
spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
t,he  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the 
largest  number  of  spindles  was  operated  on  the 
last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle  hours  data  reflect 
the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the  period 
for  each  fiber  classification  listed. 
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The  statistics  in  this  publication  are  based  on  a  survey  of  manufacturing  plants  consuming  cotton,  man- 
made  fiber  staple  and  raw  linters  and  cotton  warehouses  and  compresses.  The  data  represent  the  entire 
U.S.  consumption  and  spindle  activity  on  the  cotton  system;  and  stocks  except  as  noted  in  the  tables.

Held  by  consuming  establishments--Inven- 
tory  of  materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill 
warehouse,  or  in  any  private  storage  place 
owned  or  leased  as  of  the  close  of  business 
on  the  last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included 
are  raw  linters  in  bale  form,  stocks  in  con- 
suming establishment  regardless  of  ownership, 
and  the  stockpile  cotton  released  by  theGeneral 
Services  Administration.  Excluded  are  in- 
process  material,  material  stored  in  public 
warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants, 
battings  and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others, 
and  linters  pulp. 

Held  at  public  storage  and  compresses-- 
Stocks  of  cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession 
at  the  close  of  business  of  the  day  indicated 
regardless  of  the  year  or  locality  of  growth. 
These  figures  include  cotton  and  raw  linters 
as  follows:  On  hand  for  which  warehouse 
receipts  have  been  issued  or  which  are 
awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for  con- 
solidation; going  into  storage  for  which  ware- 
house receipts  have  not  yet  been  issued;  and 
held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  they  exclude  cotton  and 
raw  linters  in  transit  to  or  from  the  ware- 
house and  stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  waste, 
motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  gin  stocks- -Stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  at  farms  and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles- -The  term  "cotton- system  spinning 
spindles"  does  not  include  spindles  operated  on 
the  "American"  and  other  new  systems  for 
spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the 
largest  number  of  spindles  was  operated  on  the 
last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle  hours  data  reflect 
the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the  period 
for  each  fiber  classification  listed. 
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The  data  shown  in  this  report  summa- 
rizes the  information  published  in  the 
M22P  Series.  A  tabulation  of  the  annual  re- 
ports submitted  by  respondents  who  are 
excluded  from  the  monthly  mailing  panel 
did  not  show  any  significant  differences 
compared  to  the  monthly  estimates.  As  a 
result,  no  revisions  have  been  made  to  the 
monthly  figures  previously  published  in 
this  series. 


DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

The  data  in  this  report  cover  all  manufacturing 
plants  consuming  cotton  and  manmade  fiber  staple 
on  the  cotton  system,  and  consumption  of  linters. 
Such  data  are  collected  on  monthly  census  form 
M22P,  Cotton,  Manmade  Fiber  Staple,  and  Linters-- 
Consumption,  Stocks,  and  Spindle  Activity. 

The  figures  in  this  series  exclude  consumption 
of  uncut  top  and  other  longer  fibers  on  the  "Ameri- 
can" and  other  new  systems  for  spinning  uncut  top. 
Those  establishments  spinning  cotton  and  manmade 
fiber  staple  on  woolen  and/or  worsted  machinery 
are  also  excluded  from  this  report.  Such  data  are 
collected  on  monthly  census  form  M22D  and  in- 
formation is  published  in  Current  Industrial  Re- 
ports Series  M22D,  Consumption  on  the  Woolen 
and  Worsted  Systems. 


In  addition  to  manufacturing  establishments, 
public  warehouses  and  compresses  storing  cotton 
and  linters  report  monthly  information  as  shown 
in  this  series,  on  census  form  M22N,  Cotton  and 
Raw    Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  Compresses. 

This  report  summarizes  the  consumption  and 
stocks  data  published  monthly  in  the  Current  In- 
dustrial Reports  Series  M22P,  Cotton,  Manmade 
Fiber  Staple,  and  Linters  Consumption  and  Stocks, 
and  Spindle  Activity. 


The  consumption  data  are  adjusted  for  number 
of  working  days  in  the  reporting  period  to  com- 
pensate for  differences  in  individual  company  re- 
porting patterns  (i.e.,  calendar  month,  4- week, 
5-week  periods)  but  not  for  seasonal  variation  ex- 
cept for  the  data  as  shown  in  table  3A. 


EXPLANATION  OF   TERMS 

Consumption  (Cotton  System)-- Includes  mate- 
rial passed  through  the  opener  or  otherwise  re- 
moved from  inventory  and  put  into  process  for 
spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes  cotton  and 
linters  waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste  materials.

Spindles--The  term  "cotton- system  spinning 
spindles"  does  not  include  spindles  operated  on 
the  "American"  and  other  new  systems  for 
spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the 
largest  number  of  spindles  was  operated  on  the 
last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle  hours  data  reflect 
the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the  period 
for  each  fiber  classification  listed.

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DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

The  statistics  in  this  publication  were  collected 
on  Census  monthly  Forms  M22P,  "Cotton,  Man- 
made  Fiber,  Staple,  and  Linters,  Consumption 
and  Stocks,  and  Spindle  Activity"  and  M22N, 
"Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  at 
Compresses,"  from  a  panel  of  approximately 
800  consumers  and  1,200  warehouses  accounting 
for  over  95  percent  of  the  total  consumption  and 
commerical  stocks.  Estimates  are  included  for 
about  300  small  establishments  which  report  on 
an  annual  basis.

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Consumption  (Cotton  System)--Includes  ma- 
terials  passed  through  the  opener  or  otherwise 
removed  from  inventory  and  put  into  process  for 
spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes  cotton  and 
linters  waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste 
materials. 

Stocks: 


The  current  month's  figures  may  also  include 
estimates  for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not 
received  in  time  for  tabulation.  Such  missing 
figures  are  imputed  from  the  month- to- month 
movements  shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are 
generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent. 
Individual  items  with  higher  imputation  rates  are 
footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator 
of  the  potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to 
nonresponse,  because  the  actual  monthly  move- 
ments for  nonrespondents  may  or  may  not  closely 
agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed 
figures  is  unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty 
regarding  the  accuracy  of  the  data,  however, 
increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.  Figures  with  high  imputation  rates, 
therefore,  should  be  used  with  caution. 

Statistics  for  previous  months  may  be  revised, 
due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from  respondents, 
including  late  reports  for  which  estimates  were 
made,  and  other  corrections.  Figures  which  were 
revised  significantly  are  indicated  by  footnotes. 

The  data  are  adjusted  for  number  of  working 
days  in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate  for 
differences  in  individual  company  reporting 
patterns  (i.e.,  calendar  month,  4-week,  5-week 
periods)  but  not  for  seasonal  variation  except 
for  the  data  as  shown  in  table  lA.

Held  by  consuming  establishments- -Inven- 
tory of  materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill 
warehouse,  or  in  any  private  storage  place 
owned  or  leased  as  of  the  close  of  business 
on  the  last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included 
are  raw  linters  in  bale  form,  stocks  in  con- 
suming establishment  regardless  of  ownership, 
and  the  stockpile  cotton  released  by  the  General 
Services  Administration.  Excluded  are  in- 
process  material,  material  stored  in  public 
warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants, 
battings  and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others, 
and  linters  pulp. 

Held  at  public  storage  and  compresses — 
Stocks  of  cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession 
at  the  close  of  business  of  the  day  indicated 
regardless  of  the  year  or  locality  of  growth. 
These  figures  include  cotton  and  raw  linters 
as  follows:  On  hand  for  which  warehouse 
receipts  have  been  issued  or  which  are 
awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for  con- 
solidation; going  into  storage  for  which  ware- 
house receipts  have  not  yet  been  issued;  and 
held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  they  exclude  cotton  and 
raw  linters  in  transit  to  or  from  the  ware- 
house and  stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  waste, 
motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  gin  stocks--Stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  at  farms  and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles- -The  term  "cotton- system  spinning 
spindles"  does  not  include  spindles  operated  on 
the  "American"  and  other  new  systems  for 
spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the 
largest  number  of  spindles  was  operated  on  the 
last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle  hours  data  reflect 
the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the  period 
for  each  fiber  classification  listed.

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DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

The  statistics  in  this  publication  were  collected 
on  Census  monthly  Forms  M22P,  "Cotton,  Man- 
made  Fiber,  Staple^  and  Linters,  Consumption 
and  Stocks,  and  Spindle  Activity"  and  M22N, 
"Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  at 
Compresses,"  from  a  panel  of  approximately 
800  consumers  and  1,200  warehouses  accounting 
for  over  95  percent  of  the  total  consumption  and 
commerical  stocks.  Estimates  are  included  for 
about  300  small  establishments  which  report  on 
an  annual  basis. 

The  current  month's  figures  may  also  include 
estimates  for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not 
received  in  time  for  tabulation.  Such  missing 
figures  are  imputed  from  the  month- to- month 
movements  shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are 
generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent. 
Individual  items  with  higher  imputation  rates  are 
footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator 
of  the  potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to 
nonresponse,  because  the  actual  monthly  move- 
ments for  nonrespondents  may  or  may  not  closely 
agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed 
figures  is  unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty 
regarding  the  accuracy  of  the  data,  however, 
increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.  Figures  with  high  imputation  rates, 
therefore,  should  be  used  with  caution. 

Statistics  for  previous  months  may  be  revised, 
due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from  respondents, 
including  late  reports  for  which  estimates  were 
made,  and  other  corrections.  Figures  which  were 
revised  significantly  are  indicated  by  footnotes. 

The  data  are  adjusted  for  number  of  working 
days  in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate  for 
differences  in  individual  company  reporting 
patterns  (i.e.,  calendar  month,  4-week,  5-week 
periods)  but  not  for  seasonal  variation  except 
for  the  data  as  shown  in  table  lA.

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Consumption  (Cotton  System)--Includes  ma- 
terials  passed  through  the  opener  or  otherwise 
removed  from  inventory  and  put  into  process  for 
spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes  cotton  and 
linters  waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste 
materials. 

Stocks: 

Held  by  consuming  establishments--Inven- 
tory  of  materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill 
warehouse,  or  in  any  private  storage  place 
owned  or  leased  as  of  the  close  of  business 
on  the  last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included 
are  raw  linters  in  bale  form,  stocks  in  con- 
suming establishment  regardless  of  ownership, 
and  the  stockpile  cotton  released  by  the  General 
Services  Administration.  Excluded  are  in- 
process  material,  material  stored  in  public 
warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants, 
battings  and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others, 
and  linters  pulp. 

Held  at  public  storage  and  compresses-- 
Stocks  of  cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession 
at  the  close  of  business  of  the  day  indicated 
regardless  of  the  year  or  locality  of  growth. 
These  figures  include  cotton  and  raw  linters 
as  follows:  On  hand  for  which  warehouse 
receipts  have  been  issued  or  which  are 
awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for  con- 
solidation; going  into  storage  for  which  ware- 
house receipts  have  not  yet  been  issued;  and 
held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  they  exclude  cotton  and 
raw  linters  in  transit  to  or  from  the  ware- 
house and  stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  waste, 
motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  gin  stocks--Stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  at  farms  and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles- -The  term  "cotton- system  spinning 
spindles"  does  not  include  spindles  operated  on 
the  "American"  and  other  new  systems  for 
spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the 
largest  number  of  spindles  was  operated  on  the 
last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle  hours  data  reflect 
the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the  period 
for  each  fiber  classification  listed.

The  statistics  in  this  publication  were  collected 
on  Census  monthly  Forms  M22P,  "Cotton,  Man- 
made  Fiber,  Staple^  and  Linters,  Consumption 
and  Stocks,  and  Spindle  Activity"  and  M22N, 
"Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  at 
Compresses,"  from  a  panel  of  approximately 
800  consumers  and  1,200  warehouses  accounting 
for  over  95  percent  of  the  total  consumption  and 
commerical  stocks.  Estimates  are  included  for 
about  300  small  establishments  which  report  on 
an  annual  basis.

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Consumption  (Cotton  System)--Includes  ma- 
terials  passed  through  the  opener  or  otherwise 
removed  from  inventory  and  put  into  process  for 
spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes  cotton  and 
linters  waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste 
materials.

The  current  month's  figures  may  also  include 
estimates  for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not 
received  in  time  for  tabulation.  Such  missing 
figures  are  imputed  from  the  month- to- month 
movements  shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are 
generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent. 
Individual  items  with  higher  imputation  rates  are 
footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator 
of  the  potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to 
nonresponse,  because  the  actual  monthly  move- 
ments for  nonrespondents  may  or  may  not  closely 
agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed 
figures  is  unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty 
regarding  the  accuracy  of  the  data,  however, 
increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.  Figures  with  high  imputation  rates, 
therefore,  should  be  used  with  caution. 

Statistics  for  previous  months  may  be  revised, 
due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from  respondents, 
including  late  reports  for  which  estimates  were 
made,  and  other  corrections.

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DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

The  statistics  in  this  publication  were  collected 
on  Census  monthly  Forms  M22P,  "Cotton,  Man- 
made  Fiber  Staple  and  Linters,  Consumption 
and  Stocks,  and  Spindle  Activity"  and  M22N, 
"Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  at 
Compresses,"  from  a  panel  of  approximately 
800  consumers  and  1,200  warehouses  accounting 
for  over  95  percent  of  the  total  consumption  and 
commerical  stocks.  Estimates  are  included  for 
about  300  small  establishments  which  report  on 
an  annual  basis. 

The  current  month's  figures  may  also  include 
estimates  for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not 
received  in  time  for  tabulation.  Such  missing 
figures  are  imputed  from  the  month- to- month 
movements  shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are 
generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent. 
Individual  items  with  higher  imputation  rates  are 
footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator 
of  the  potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to 
nonresponse,  because  the  actual  monthly  move- 
ments for  nonrespondents  may  or  may  not  closely 
agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed 
figures  is  unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty 
regarding  the  accuracy  of  the  data,  however, 
increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.  Figures  with  high  imputation  rates, 
therefore,  should  be  used  with  caution. 

Statistics  for  previous  months  maybe  revised, 
due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from  respondents, 
including  late  reports  for  which  estimates  were 
made,  and  other  corrections.  Figures  which  were 
revised  significantly  are  indicated  by  footnotes. 

The  data  are  adjusted  for  number  of  working 
days  in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate  for 
differences  in  individual  company  reporting 
patterns  (i.e.,  calendar  month,  4- week,  5-week 
periods)  but  not  for  seasonal  variation  except 
for  the  index  as  shown  in  table  1.

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Consumption  (Cotton  System)--Includes  ma- 
terials  passed  through  the  opener  or  otherwise 
removed  from  inventory  and  put  into  process  for 
spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes  cotton  and 
linters  waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste 
materials. 

Stocks: 

Held  by  consuming  establishments- -Inven- 
tory of  materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill 
warehouse,  or  in  any  private  storage  place 
owned  or  leased  as  of  the  close  of  business 
on  the  last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included 
are  raw  linters  in  bale  form,  stocks  in  con- 
suming establishment  regardless  of  ownership, 
and  the  stockpile cottonreleased by  theGeneral 
Services  Administration.  Excluded  are  in- 
process  material,  material  stored  in  public 
warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants, 
battings  and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others, 
and  linters  pulp. 

Held  at  public  storage  and  compresses — 
Stocks  of  cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession 
at  the  close  of  business  of  the  day  indicated 
regardless  of  the  year  or  locality  of  growth. 
These  figures  include  cotton  and  raw  linters 
as  follows:  On  hand  for  which  warehouse 
receipts  have  been  issued  or  which  are 
awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for  con- 
solidation; going  into  storage  for  which  ware- 
house receipts  have  not  yet  been  issued;  and 
held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  they  exclude  cotton  and 
raw  linters  in  transit  to  or  from  the  ware- 
house and  stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  waste, 
motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  gin  stocks--Stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  at  farms  and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles- -The  term  "cotton- system  spinning 
spindles"  does  not  include  spindles  operated  on 
the  "American"  and  other  new  systems  for 
spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the 
largest  number  of  spindles  was  operated  on  the 
last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle  hours  data  reflect 
the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the  period 
for  each  fiber  classification  listed.

The  statistics  in  this  publication  were  collected 
on  Census  monthly  Forms  M22P,  "Cotton,  Man- 
made  Fiber,  Staple^  and  Linters,  Consumption 
and  Stocks,  and  Spindle  Activity"  and  M22bi, 
"Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  at 
Compresses,"  from  a  panel  of  approximately

commerical  stocks.  Estimates  are  included  for 
about  300  small  establishments  which  report  on 
an  annual  basis.

The  current  month's  figures  may  also  include 
estimates  for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not 
received  in  time  for  tabulation.  Such  missing 
figures  are  imputed  from  the  month- to- month 
movements  shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are 
generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent. 
Individual  items  with  higher  imputation  rates  are 
footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator 
of  the  potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to 
nonresponse,  because  the  actual  monthly  move- 
ments for  nonrespondents  may  or  may  not  closely 
agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed 
figures  is  unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty 
regarding  the  accuracy  of  the  data,  however, 
increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.  Figures  with  high  imputation  rates, 
therefore,  should  be  used  with  caution. 

Statistics  for  previous  months  may  be  revised, 
due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from  respondents, 
including  late  reports  for  which  estimates  were 
made,  and  other  corrections.  Figures  which  were 
revised  significantly  are  indicated  by  footnotes. 

The  data  are  adjusted  for  number  of  working

Included 
are  raw  linters  in  bale  form,  stocks  in  con- 
suming establishment  regardless  of  ownership, 
and  the  stockpile  cotton  released  by  theCeneral 
Services  Administration.  Excluded  are  in- 
process  material,  material  stored  in  public 
warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants, 
battings  and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others, 
and  linters  pulp. 

Held  at  public  storage  and  compresses — 
Stocks  of  cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession 
at  the  close  of  business  of  the  day  indicated 
regardless  of  the  year  or  locality  of  growth. 
These  figures  include  cotton  and  raw  linters 
as  follows:  On  hand  for  which  warehouse 
receipts  have  been  issued  or  which  are 
awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for  con- 
solidation; going  into  storage  for  which  ware- 
house receipts  have  not  yet  been  issued;  and 
held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  they  exclude  cotton  and 
raw  linters  in  transit  to  or  from  the  ware- 
house and  stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  waste, 
motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  gin  stocks- -Stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  at  farms  and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles--The  term  "cotton-system  spinning 
spindles"  does  not  include  spindles  operated  on 
the  "American"  and  other  new  systems  for 
spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the 
largest  number  of  spindles  was  operated  on  the 
last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle  hours  data  reflect 
the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the  period 
for  each  fiber  classification  listed. 
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The  statistics  in  this  publication  are  based  on  a  survey  of  manufacturJJgp^a^^jcQilsJpllfiing  cotton,  man- 
made  fiber  staple  and  raw  linters  and  cotton  warehouses  and  compresses.  The  data  represent  the  entire 
U.S.  consumption  and  spindle  activity  on  the  cotton  system;  and  stocks  except  as  noted  in  the  tables.

The  statistics  in  this  publication  were  collected 
on  Census  monthly  Forms  M22P,  "Cotton,  Man- 
made  Fiber,  Staple^  and  Linters,  Consumption 
and  Stocks,  and  Spindle  Activity"  and  M22N, 
"Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  at 
Compresses,"  from  a  panel  of  approximately 
800  consumers  and  1,200  warehouses  accounting 
for  over  95  percent  of  the  total  consumption  and 
commerical  stocks.  Estimates  are  included  for 
about  300  small  establishments  which  report  on 
an  annual  basis.

Consumption  (Cotton  System)--Includes  ma- 
terials  passed  through  the  opener  or  otherwise 
removed  from  inventory  and  put  into  process  for 
spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes  cotton  and 
linters  waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste 
materials.

The  current  month's  figures  may  also  include 
estimates  for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not 
received  in  time  for  tabulation.  Such  missing 
figures  are  imputed  from  the  month- to- month 
movements  shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are 
generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent. 
Individual  items  with  higher  imputation  rates  are 
footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator 
of  the  potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to 
nonresponse,  because  the  actual  monthly  move- 
ments for  nonrespondents  may  or  may  not  closely 
agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed 
figures  is  unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty 
regarding  the  accuracy  of  the  data,  however, 
increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.  Figures  with  high  imputation  rates, 
therefore,  should  be  used  with  caution. 

Statistics  for  previous  months  may  be  revised, 
due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from  respondents, 
including  late  reports  for  which  estimates  were 
made,  and  other  corrections.  Figures  which  were 
revised  significantly  are  indicated  by  footnotes. 

The  data  are  adjusted  for  number  of  working 
days  in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate  for 
differences  in  individual  company  reporting 
patterns  (i.e.,  calendar  month,  4-week,  5-week 
periods)  but  not  for  seasonal  variation  except 
for  the  data  as  shown  in  table  lA. 

RELATED  REPORTS

Other  related  data  are 
published  in  Current  Industrial  Reports  Series 
M22D,   "Consumption  on  the  Woolen  and  Worsted 


Held  by  consuming  establishments--Inven- 
tory  of  materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill 
warehouse,  or  in  any  private  storage  place 
owned  or  leased  as  of  the  close  of  business 
on  the  last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included 
are  raw  linters  in  bale  form,  stocks  in  con- 
suming establishment  regardless  of  ownership, 
and  the  stockpile  cotton  released  by  theCeneral 
Services  Administration.  Excluded  are  in- 
process  material,  material  stored  in  public 
warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants, 
battings  and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others, 
and  linters  pulp. 

Held  at  public  storage  and  compresses-- 
Stocks  of  cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession 
at  the  close  of  business  of  the  day  indicated 
regardless  of  the  year  or  locality  of  growth. 
These  figures  include  cotton  and  raw  linters 
as  follows:  On  hand  for  which  warehouse 
receipts  have  been  issued  or  which  are 
awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for  con- 
solidation; going  into  storage  for  which  ware- 
house receipts  have  not  yet  been  issued;  and 
held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  they  exclude  cotton  and 
raw  linters  in  transit  to  or  from  the  ware- 
house and  stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  waste, 
motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  gin  stocks--Stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  at  farms  and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles--The  term  "cotton- system  spinning 
spindles"  does  not  include  spindles  operated  on 
the  "American"  and  other  new  systems  for 
spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the 
largest  number  of  spindles  was  operated  on  the 
last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle  hours  data  reflect 
the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the  period 
for  each  fiber  classification  listed. 
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The  statistics  in  this  publication  are  based  on  a  survey  of  manufacturing  plants  consuming  cotton,  man- 
made  fiber  staple  and  raw  linters  and  cotton  warehouses  and  compresses.  The  data  represent  the  entire 
U.S.  consumption  and  spindle  activity  on  the  cotton  system;  and  stocks  except  as  noted  in  the  tables. 
Estimates  are  included  for  companies  whose  reports  were  not  received  in  time  for  tabulation.  A  more 
complete  description  of  the  survey  appears  on  page  12.

The  statistics  in  this  publication  were  collected 
on  Census  monthly  Forms  M22P,  "Cotton,  Man- 
made  Fiber,  Staple,  and  Linters,  Consumption 
and  Stocks,  and  Spindle  Activity"  and  M22N, 
"Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  at 
Compresses,"  from  a  panel  of  approximately 
800  consumers  and  1,200  warehouses  accounting 
for  over  95  percent  of  the  total  consumption  and 
commerical  stocks.  Estimates  are  included  for 
about  300  small  establishments  which  report  on 
an  annual  basis.

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Consumption  (Cotton  System) --Includes  ma- 
terials  passed  through  the  opener  or  otherwise 
removed  from  inventory  and  put  into  process  for 
spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes  cotton  and 
linters  waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste 
materials. 

Stocks: 


The  current  month's  figures  may  also  include 
estimates  for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not 
received  in  time  for  tabulation.  Such  missing 
figures  are  imputed  from  the  month- to- month 
movements  shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are 
generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent. 
Individual  items  with  higher  imputation  rates  are 
footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator 
of  the  potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to 
nonresponse,  because  the  actual  monthly  move- 
ments for  nonrespondents  may  or  may  not  closely 
agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed 
figures  is  unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty 
regarding  the  accuracy  of  the  data,  however, 
increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.  Figures  with  high  imputation  rates, 
therefore,  should  be  used  with  caution. 

Statistics  for  previous  months  maybe  revised, 
due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from  respondents, 
including  late  reports  for  which  estimates  were 
made,  and  other  corrections.  Figures  which  were 
revised  significantly  are  indicated  by  footnotes. 

The  data  are  adjusted  for  number  of  working 
days  in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate  for 
differences  in  individual  company  reporting 
patterns  (i.e.,  calendar  month,  4-week,  5-week 
periods)  but  not  for  seasonal  variation  except 
for  the   data  as  shown  in  table  lA.

Held  by  consuming  establishments- -Inven- 
tory of  materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill 
warehouse,  or  in  any  private  storage  place 
owned  or  leased  as  of  the  close  of  business 
on  the  last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included 
are  raw  linters  in  bale  form,  stocks  in  con- 
suming establishment  regardless  of  ownership, 
and  the  stockpilecottonreleasedby theCeneral 
Services  Administration.  Excluded  are  in- 
process  material,  material  stored  in  public 
warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants, 
battings  and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others, 
and  linters  pulp. 

Held  at  public  storage  and  compresses-- 
Stocks  of  cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession 
at  the  close  of  business  of  the  day  indicated 
regardless  of  the  year  or  locality  of  growth. 
These  figures  include  cotton  and  raw  linters 
as  follows:  On  hand  for  which  warehouse 
receipts  have  been  issued  or  which  are 
awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for  con- 
solidation; going  into  storage  for  which  ware- 
house receipts  have  not  yet  been  issued;  and 
held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  they  exclude  cotton  and 
raw  linters  in  transit  to  or  from  the  ware- 
house and  stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  waste, 
motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  gin  stocks- -Stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  at  farms  and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles--The  term  "cotton- system  spinning 
spindles"  does  not  include  spindles  operated  on 
the  "American"  and  other  new  systems  for 
spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the 
largest  number  of  spindles  was  operated  on  the 
last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle  hours  data  reflect 
the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the  period 
for  each  fiber  classification  listed.

The  statistics  in  this  publication  were  collected 
on  Census  monthly  Forms  M22P,  "Cotton,  Man- 
made  Fiber,  Staple^  and  Linters,  Consumption 
and  Stocks,  and  Spindle  Activity"  and  M22N, 
"Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  at 
Compresses,"  from  a  panel  of  approximately 
800  consumers  and  1,200  warehouses  accounting 
for  over  95  percent  of  the  total  consumption  and 
commerical  stocks.  Estimates  are  included  for 
about  300  small  establishments  which  report  on 
an  annual  basis.

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Consumption  (Cotton  System)--Includes  ma- 
terials  passed  through  the  opener  or  otherwise 
removed  from  inventory  and  put  into  process  for 
spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes  cotton  and 
linters  waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste 
materials.

The  current  month's  figures  may  also  include 
estimates  for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not 
received  in  time  for  tabulation.  Such  missing 
figures  are  imputed  from  the  month- to- month 
movements  shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are 
generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent. 
Individual  items  with  higher  imputation  rates  are 
footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator 
of  the  potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to 
nonresponse,  because  the  actual  monthly  move- 
ments for  nonrespondents  may  or  may  not  closely 
agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed 
figures  is  unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty 
regarding  the  accuracy  of  the  data,  however, 
increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.  Figures  with  high  imputation  rates, 
therefore,  should  be  used  with  caution. 

Statistics  for  previous  months  may  be  revised, 
due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from  respondents, 
including  late  reports  for  which  estimates  were 
made,  and  other  corrections.  Figures  which  were 
revised  significantly  are  indicated  by  footnotes. 

The  data  are  adjusted  for  number  of  working 
days  in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate  for 
differences  in  individual  company  reporting 
patterns  (i.e.,  calendar  month,  4- week,  5-week 
periods)  but  not  for  seasonal  variation  except 
for  the   data  as  shown  in  table  lA.

Held  by  consuming  establishments — Inven- 
tory of  materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill 
warehouse,  or  in  any  private  storage  place 
owned  or  leased  as  of  the  close  of  business 
on  the  last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included 
are  raw  linters  in  bale  form,  stocks  in  con- 
suming establishment  regardless  of  ownership, 
and  the  stockpile  cotton  released  by  the  General 
Services  Administration.  Excluded  are  in- 
process  material,  material  stored  in  public 
warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants, 
battings  and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others, 
and  linters  pulp. 

Held  at  public  storage  and  compresses — 
Stocks  of  cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession 
at  the  close  of  business  of  the  day  indicated 
regardless  of  the  year  or  locality  of  growth. 
These  figures  include  cotton  and  raw  linters 
as  follows:  On  hand  for  which  warehouse 
receipts  have  been  issued  or  which  are 
awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for  con- 
solidation; going  into  storage  for  which  ware- 
house receipts  have  not  yet  been  issued;  and 
held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  they  exclude  cotton  and 
raw  linters  in  transit  to  or  from  the  ware- 
house and  stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  waste, 
motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  gin  stocks--Stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  at  farms  and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles- -The  term  "cotton- system  spinning 
spindles"  does  not  include  spindles  operated  on 
the  "American"  and  other  new  systems  for 
spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the 
largest  number  of  spindles  was  operated  on  the 
last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle  hours  data  reflect 
the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the  period 
for  each  fiber  classification  listed. 
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The  statistics  in  this  publication  are  based  on  a  survey  of  manufacturing  plants  consuming  cotton,  man- 
made  fiber  staple  and  raw  linters  and  cotton  warehouses  and  compresses.  The  data  represent  the  entire 
U.S.  consumption  and  spindle  activity  on  the  cotton  system;  and  stocks  except  as  noted  in  the  tables. 
Estimates  are  included  for  companies  whose  reports  were  not  received  in  time  for  tabulation.  A  more 
complete  description  of  the  survey  appears  on  page  12.

The  statistics  in  this  publication  were  collected 
on  Census  monthly  Forms  M22P,  "Cotton,  Man- 
made  Fiber,  Staple^  and  Linters,  Consumption 
and  Stocks,  and  Spindle  Activity"  and  M22N, 
"Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  at 
Compresses,"  from  a  panel  of  approximately 
800  consumers  and  1,200  warehouses  accounting 
for  over  95  percent  of  the  total  consumption  and 
commerical  stocks.  Estimates  are  included  for 
about  300  small  establishments  which  report  on 
an  annual  basis.

The  current  month's  figures  may  also  include 
estimates  for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not 
received  in  time  for  tabulation.  Such  missing 
figures  are  imputed  from  the  month- to- month 
movements  shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are 
generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent. 
Individual  items  with  higher  imputation  rates  are 
footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator 
of  the  potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to 
nonresponse,  because  the  actual  monthly  move- 
ments for  nonrespondents  may  or  may  not  closely 
agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed 
figures  is  unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty 
regarding  the  accuracy  of  the  data,  however, 
increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.  Figures  with  high  imputation  rates, 
therefore,  should  be  used  with  caution. 

Statistics  for  previous  months  maybe  revised, 
due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from  respondents, 
including  late  reports  for  which  estimates  were 
made,  and  other  corrections.

The  data  are  adjusted  for  number  of  working

battings  and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others, 
and  linters  pulp. 

Held  at  public  storage  and  compresses- - 
Stocks  of  cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession 
at  the  close  of  business  of  the  day  indicated 
regardless  of  the  year  or  locality  of  growth. 
These  figures  include  cotton  and  raw  linters 
as  follows:  On  hand  for  which  warehouse 
receipts  have  been  issued  or  which  are 
awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for  con- 
solidation; going  into  storage  for  which  ware- 
house receipts  have  not  yet  been  issued;  and 
held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  they  exclude  cotton  and 
raw  linters  in  transit  to  or  from  the  ware- 
house and  stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  waste, 
motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  gin  stocks--Stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  at  farms  and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles--The  term  "cotton-system  spinning 
spindles"  does  not  include  spindles  operated  on 
the  "American"  and  other  new  systems  for 
spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the 
largest  number  of  spindles  was  operated  on  the 
last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle  hours  data  reflect 
the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the  period 
for  each  fiber  classification  listed. 
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The  statistics  in  this  publication  are  based  on  a  survey  of  manufacturing  plants  consuming  cotton,  man- 
made  fiber  staple  and  raw  linters  and  cotton  warehouses  and  compresses.  The  data  represent  the  entire 
U.S.  consumption  and  spindle  activity  on  the  cotton  system;  and  stocks  except  as  noted  in  the  tables. 
E  stimates  are  included  for  companies  whose  reports  were  not  received  in  time  for  tabulation.  A  more 
complete  description  of  the  survey  appears  on  page  12.

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DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

The  statistics  in  this  publication  were  collected 
on  Census  monthly  Forms  M22P,  "Cotton,  Man- 
made  Fiber,  Staple^  and  Linters,  Consumption 
and  Stocks,  and  Spindle  Activity"  and  M22N, 
"Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  at 
Compresses,"  from  a  panel  of  approximately 
800  consumers  and  1,200  warehouses  accounting 
for  over  95  percent  of  the  total  consumption  and 
commerical  stocks.  Estimates  are  included  for 
about  300  small  establishments  which  report  on 
an  annual  basis. 

The  current  month's  figures  may  also  include 
estimates  for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not 
received  in  time  for  tabulation.  Such  missing 
figures  are  imputed  from  the  month- to- month 
movements  shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are 
generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent. 
Individual  items  with  higher  imputation  rates  are 
footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator 
of  the  potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to 
nonresponse,  because  the  actual  monthly  move- 
ments for  nonrespondents  may  or  may  not  closely 
agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed 
figures  is  unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty 
regarding  the  accuracy  of  the  data,  however, 
increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.  Figures  with  high  imputation  rates, 
therefore,  should  be  used  with  caution. 

Statistics  for  previous  months  maybe  revised, 
due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from  respondents, 
including  late  reports  for  which  estimates  were 
made,  and  other  corrections.  Figures  which  were 
revised  significantly  are  indicated  by  footnotes. 

The  data  are  adjusted  for  number  of  working 
days  in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate  for 
differences  in  individual  company  reporting 
patterns  (i.e.,  calendar  month,  4-week,  5-week 
periods)  but  not  for  seasonal  variation  except 
for  the  data  as  shown  in  table  lA.

Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the 
largest  number  of  spindles  was  operated  on  the 
last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle  hours  data  reflect 
the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the  period 
for  each  fiber  classification  listed. 
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The  statistics  in  this  publication  are  based  on  a  survey  of  manufacturing  plants  consuming  cotton,  man- 
made  fiber  staple  and  raw  linters  and  cotton  warehouses  and  compresses.

The  data  shown  in  this  report  summa- 
rizes the  information  published  in  the  M22P 
Series.  A  tabulation  of  the  annual  reports 
submitted  by  respondents  who  are  excluded 
from  the  monthly  mailing  panel  did  not  show 
any  significant  differences  compared  to  the 
monthly  estimates.  As  a  result,  no  revisions 
have  been  made  to  the  monthly  figures  pre- 
viously published  in  this  series. 


DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

The  data  in  this  report  cover  all  manufacturing 
plants  consuming  cotton  and  manmade  fiber  staple 
on  the  cotton  system,  and  consumption  of  linters. 
Such  data  are  collected  on  monthly  census  form 
M22P,  Cotton,  Manmade  Fiber  Staple,  and  Linters- - 
Consumption,  Stocks,  and  Spindle  Activity. 

The  figures  in  this  series  exclude  consumption 
of  uncut  top  and  other  longer  fibers  on  the  "Ameri- 
can" and  other  new  systems  for  spinning  uncut  top. 
Those  establishments  spinning  cotton  and  manmade 
fiber  staple  on  woolen  and/or  worsted  machinery 
are  also  excluded  from  this  report.  Such  data  are 
collected  on  monthly  census  form  M22D  and  in- 
formation is  published  in  Current  Industrial  Re- 
ports Series  M22D,  Consumption  on  the  Woolen 
and  Worsetd  Systems. 


In  addition  to  manufacturing  establishments, 
public  warehouses  and  compresses  storing  cotton 
and  linters  report  monthly  information  as  shown 
in  this  series,  on  census  form  M22N,  Cotton  and 
Raw  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  Compresses. 


This  report  summarizes  the  consumption  and 
stocks  data  published  monthly  in  the  Current  In- 
dustrial Reports  Series  M22P,  Cotton,  Manmade 
Fiber  Staple,  and  Linters  Consumption  and  Stocks, 
and  Spindle  Activity. 


The  consumption  data  are  adjusted  for  number 
of  working  days  in  the  reporting  period  to  com- 
pensate for  differences  in  individual  company  re- 
porting patterns  (i.e.,  calendar  month,  4-week, 
5-week  periods)  but  not  for  seasonal  variation  ex- 
cept for  the  data  as  shown  in  table  3A.

The  data  represent  the  entire 
U.S.  consumption  and  spindle  activity  on  the  cotton  system;  and  stocks  except  as  noted  in  the  tables. 
Estimates  are  included  for  companies  whose  reports  were  not  received  in  time  for  tabulation.  A  more 
complete  description  of  the  survey  appears  on  page  12.

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DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

The  statistics  in  this  publication  were  collected 
on  Census  monthly  Forms  M22P,  "Cotton,  Man- 
made  Fiber,  Staple,  and  Linters,  Consumption 
and  Stocks,  and  Spindle  Activity'  and  M22N, 
"Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  at 
Compresses,"  from  a  panel  of  approximately 
800  consumers  and  1,200  warehouses  accounting 
for  over  95  percent  of  the  total  consumption  and 
commerical  stocks.  Estimates  are  included  for 
about  300  small  establishments  which  report  on 
an  annual  basis. 

The  current  month's  figures  may  also  include 
estimates  for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not 
received  in  time  for  tabulation.  Such  missing 
'figures  are  imputed  from  the  month- to- month 
movements  shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are 
generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent. 
Individual  items  with  higher  imputation  rates  are 
footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator 
of  the  potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to 
nonresponse,  because  the  actual  monthly  move- 
ments for  nonrespondents  may  or  may  not  closely 
agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed 
figures  is  unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty 
regarding  the  accuracy  of  the  data,  however, 
increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.  Figures  with  high  imputation  rates, 
therefore,  should  be  used  with  caution. 

Statistics  for  previous  months  maybe  revised, 
due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from  respondents, 
including  late  reports  for  which  estimates  were 
made,  and  other  corrections.  Figures  which  were 
revised  significantly  are  indicated  by  footnotes. 

The  data  are  adjusted  for  number  of  working 
days  in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate  for 
differences  in  individual  company  reporting 
patterns  (i.e.,  calendar  month,  4-week,  5-week 
periods)  but  not  for  seasonal  variation  except 
for  the  data  as  shown  in  table  lA.

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Consumption  (Cotton  System) --Includes  ma- 
terials  passed  through  the  opener  or  otherwise 
removed  from  inventory  and  put  into  process  for 
spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes  cotton  and 
linters  waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste 
materials. 

Stocks: 

Held  by  consuming  establishments--Inven- 
tory  of  materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill 
warehouse,  or  in  any  private  storage  place 
owned  or  leased  as  of  the  close  of  business 
on  the  last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included 
are  raw  linters  in  bale  form,  stocks  in  con- 
suming establishment  regardless  of  ownership, 
and  the  stockpile  cotton  released  by  the  General 
Services  Administration.  Excluded  are  in- 
process  material,  material  stored  in  public 
warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants, 
battings  and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others, 
and  linters  pulp. 

Held  at  public  storage  and  compresses- 
Stocks  of  cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession 
at  the  close  of  business  of  the  day  indicated 
regardless  of  the  year  or  locality  of  growth. 
These  figures  include  cotton  and  raw  linters 
as  follows:  On  hand  for  which  warehouse 
receipts  have  been  issued  or  which  are 
awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for  con- 
solidation; going  into  storage  for  which  ware- 
house receipts  have  not  yet  been  issued;  and 
held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  they  exclude  cotton  and 
raw  linters  in  transit  to  or  from  the  ware- 
house and  stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  waste, 
motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  gin  stocks--Stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  at  farms  and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles- -The  term  "cotton- system  spinning 
spindles"  does  not  include  spindles  operated  on 
the  "American"  and  other  new  systems  for 
spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the 
largest  number  of  spindles  was  operated  on  the 
last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle  hours  data  reflect 
the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the  period 
for  each  fiber  classification  listed. 
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The  data  for  linters  consumption  as  reported  in  table  5,  page  6  of  the  September  1972  (Preliminary)

The  current  month's  figures  may  also  include 
estimates  for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not 
received  in  time  for  tabulation.  Such  missing 
figures  are  imputed  from  the  month- to- month 
movements  shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are 
generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent. 
Individual  items  with  higher  imputation  rates  are 
footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator 
of  the  potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to 
nonresponse,  because  the  ac'tual  monthly  move- 
ments for  nonrespondents  may  or  may  not  closely 
agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed 
figures  is  unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty 
regarding  the  accuracy  of  the  data,  however, 
increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.

commerical  stocks.  Estimates  are  included  for 
about  300  small  establishments  which  report  on 
an  annual  basis.

The  current  month's  figures  may  also  include 
estimates  for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not 
received  in  time  for  tabulation.  Such  missing 
figures  are  imputed  from  the  month- to- month 
movements  shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are 
generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent. 
Individual  items  with  higher  imputation  rates  are 
footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator 
of  the  potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to 
nonresponse,  because  the  actual  monthly  move- 
ments for  nonrespondents  may  or  may  not  closely 
agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed 
figures  is  unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty 
regarding  the  accuracy  of  the  data,  however, 
increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.  Figures  with  high  imputation  rates, 
therefore,  should  be  used  with  caution. 

Statistics  for  previous  months  may  be  revised, 
due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from  respondents, 
including  late  reports  for  which  estimates  were 
made,  and  other  corrections.  Figures  which  were 
revised  significantly  are  indicated  by  footnotes. 

The  data  are  adjusted  for  number  of  working

Held  by  consuming  establishments--Inven- 
tory  of  materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill 
warehouse,  or  in  any  private  storage  place 
owned  or  leased  as  of  the  close  of  business 
on  the  last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included 
are  raw  linters  in  bale  form,  stocks  in  con- 
suming establishment  regardless  of  ownership, 
and  the  stockpile  cotton  released  by  the  General 
Services  Administration.  Excluded  are  in- 
process  material,  material  stored  in  public 
warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants, 
battings  and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others, 
and  linters  pulp. 

Held  at  public  storage  and  compresses-- 
Stocks  of  cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession 
at  the  close  of  business  of  the  day  indicated 
regardless  of  the  year  or  locality  ot  growth. 
These  figures  include  cotton  and  raw  linters 
as  follows:  On  hand  for  which  warehouse 
receipts  have  been  issued  or  which  are 
awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for  con- 
solidation; going  into  storage  for  which  ware- 
house receipts  have  not  yet  been  issued;  and 
held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  they  exclude  cotton  and 
raw  linters  in  transit  to  or  from  the  ware- 
house and  stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  waste, 
motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  gin  stocks--Stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  at  farms  and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles--The  term  "cotton-system  spinning 
spindles"  does  not  include  spindles  operated  on 
the  "American"  and  other  new  systems  for 
spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the 
largest  number  of  spindles  was  operated  on  the 
last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle  hours  data  reflect 
the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the  period 
for  each  fiber  classification  listed.

Individual  items  with  higher  imputation  rates  are 
footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator 
of  the  potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to 
nonresponse,  because  the  actual  monthly  move- 
ments for  nonrespondents  may  or  may  not  closely 
agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  betweenthe  actual  and  imputed 
figures  is  unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty 
regarding  the  accuracy  of  the  data,  however, 
increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.

Held  at  public  storage  and  compresses —

as  follows:  On  hand  for  which  warehouse 
receipts  have  been  issued  or  which  are 
awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for  con- 
solidation; going  into  storage  for  which  ware- 
house receipts  have  not  yet  been  issued;  and 
held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  they  exclude  cotton  and 
raw  linters  in  transit  to  or  from  the  ware- 
house and  stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  waste, 
motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  gin  stocks--Stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  at  farms  and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles- -The  term  "cotton-system  spinning 
spindles"  does  not  include  spindles  operated  on 
the  "American"  and  other  new  systems  for 
spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the 
largest  number  of  spindles  was  operated  on  the 
last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle  hours  data  reflect 
the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the  period 
for  each  fiber  classification  listed.

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DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

The  statistics  in  this  publication  were  collected 
on  Census  monthly  Forms  M22P,  "Cotton,  Man- 
made  Fiber,  Staple,  and  Linters,  Consumption 
and  Stocks,  and  Spindle  Activity"  and  M22N, 
"Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Scorage  and  at 
Compresses,"  from  a  panel  of  approximately 
800  consumers  and  1,200  warehouses  accounting 
for  over  95  percent  of  the  total  consumption  and 
commerical  stocks.  Estimates  are  included  for 
about  300  small  establishments  which  report  on 
an  annual  basis.

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Consumption  (Cotton  System)--lncludes  ma- 
terials  passed  through  the  opener  or  otherwise 
removed  from  Inventory  and  put  into  process  for 
spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes  cotton  and 
linters  waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste 
materials.

The  current  month's  figures  may  also  include 
estimates  for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not 
received  in  time  for  tabulation.  Such  missing 
figures  are  imputed  from  the  month- to- month 
movements  shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are 
generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent. 
Individual  items  with  higher  imputation  rates  are 
footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator 
of  the  potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to 
nonresponse,  because  the  actual  monthly  move- 
ments for  nonrespondents  may  or  may  not  closely 
agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed 
figures  is  unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty 
regarding  the  accuracy  of  the  data,  however, 
increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.  Figures  with  high  imputation  rates, 
therefore,  should  be  used  with  caution. 

Statistics  for  previous  months  maybe  revised, 
due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from  respondents, 
including  late  reports  for  which  estimates  were 
made,  and  other  corrections.  Figures  which  were 
revised  significantly  are  indicated  by  footnotes. 

The  data  are  adjusted  for  number  of  working 
days  in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate  for 
differences  in  individual  company  reporting 
patterns  (i.e.,  calendar  month,  4-week,  5-week 
periods)  but  not  for  seasonal  variation  except 
for  the  data  as  shown  in  table  lA. 

RELATED  REPORTS 

The  Bureau  of  the  Census  publishes  annual 
summary  information  on  Current  Industrial 
Reports  Series  MA-22P,  "Cotton,  Manmade  Fiber, 
Staple,  and  Linters."  Other  related  data  are 
published  In  Current  Industrial  Reports  Series 
M22D,   "Consumption  on  the  Woolen  and  Worsted 


Held  by  consuming  establishments--Inven- 
tory  of  materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill 
warehouse,  or  in  any  private  storage  place 
owned  or  leased  as  of  the  close  of  business 
on  the  last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included 
are  raw  linters  in  bale  form,  stocks  in  con- 
suming establishment  regardless  of  ownership, 
and  the  stockpile cottonreleased by  theCeneral 
Services  Administration.  Excluded  are  in- 
process  material,  material  stored  in  public 
warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants, 
battings  and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others, 
and  linters  pulp. 

Held  at  public  storage  and  compresses-- 
Stocks  of  cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession 
at  the  close  of  business  of  the  day  indicated 
regardless  of  the  year  or  locality  of  growth. 
These  figures  include  cotton  and  raw  linters 
as  follows:  On  hand  for  which  warehouse 
receipts  have  been  issued  or  which  are 
awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for  con- 
solidation; going  into  storage  for  which  ware- 
house receipts  have  not  yet  been  issued;  and 
held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  they  exclude  cotton  and 
raw  linters  in  transit  to  or  from  the  ware- 
house and  stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  waste, 
motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  gin  stocks--Stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  at  farms  and  gins  are  excluded. 

Swindles- -The  term  "cotton- system  spinning 
spindles"  does  not  include  spindles  operated  on 
the  "American"  and  other  new  systems  for 
spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the 
largest  number  of  spindles  was  operated  on  the 
last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle  hours  data  reflect 
the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the  period 
for  each  fiber  classification  listed. 
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This  report  presents  seasonally  adjusted  data 
for  the  years  1968  to  1972  for  a  number  of  the 
more  important  series  published  monthly  in 
Current  Industrial  Reports  Series  M22P,  Cotton, 
Manmade  Fiber  Staple,  and  Linters.  The  data 
for  the  years  1948  to  1967  were  excluded  from 
this  publication  because  there  were  no  significant 
changes.  These  data  are  available  in  the  M22P 
Seasonal  Adjustment  Supplement  published  on 
April  23,  1970. 


The  seasonal  adjustment  program  largely 
eliminates  the  effect  of  normal  seasonal  varia- 
tions (including  variations  due  to  vacations, 
weather,  etc.)  as  measured  over  the  time  period 
for  which  data  were  used.  The  resulting  infor- 
mation thus  provides  a  better  measure  than  the 
original  data  of  the  month-to-month  variations 
which  are  due  to  factors  that  are  not  associated 
with  a  repetitive  seasonal  pattern.

The  seasonally  adjusted  data  were  developed  for 
each  of  the  detailed  series  shown.  Adjusted  data 
for  the  summary  totals  are  obtained  by  summa- 
rizing the  adjusted  lower  order  totals  to  higher 
levels.  The  seasonal  factors  tor  these  nigher 
level  totals  are  implied  factors  developed  by 
dividing  the  unadjusted  data  by  the  adjusted  data 
and  will  differ  somewhat  from  that  which  would 
have  been  obtained  by  direct  seasonal  adjustment 
of  the  data. 


The  seasonal  adjustments  were  made  using  the 
X-11  variant  of  the  Census  Bureau's  seasonal 
adjustment  program.  This  program  is  amply 
described  in  the  literature  on  this  method.'  It 
should  be  noted  that  the  data  included  in  this 
report  are  adjusted  on  an  establishment  basis, 
prior  to  tabulation  for  variation  in  the  length  of 
the  reporting  period  such  as  4-week,  5-week,  or 
calendar  month.

BRIEF   DEFINITIONS  OF   MEASURES  SHOWN 
IN  TABLE  4 

The  following  are  brief  definitions;  more  com- 
plete explanations  appear  in  E  lectronic  Computers 
and  Business  Indicators,  by  Julius  Shiskin,  issued 
as  Occasional  Paper  57  by  the  National  Bureau  of 
Economic  Research,  1957  (reprinted from  Journal 
of  Business,  October  1957). 

"Cr  is  the  average  month-to-month  percentage 
change,  without  regard  to  sign,  in  the  seasonally 
adjusted  series  (i.e.,  the  series  after  adjustment 
for  measurable  seasonal,  trading-day,  and  holiday 
variations). 

"T"  is  the  same  for  the  irregular  component, 
obtained  by  dividing  the  cyclical  component  into 
the  seasonally  adjusted  series. 

"C"  is  the  same  for  the  cyclical  component, 
a  smooth,  flexible  moving  average  of  the 
seasonally  adjusted  series.

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"I/C"  is  a  measure  of  the  relative  smoothness 
(small  values)  or  irregularity  (large  values) 
of  the  seasonally  adjusted  series.  It  is  shown 
for  1- month  spans  and  for  spans  of_the  period 
of  MCD.  When  MCD  is  "6,"  no  I/C  ratio  is 
shown  for  the  MCD  period. 


"MCD"  (months  for  cyclical  dominance)  pro- 
vides an  estimate  of  the  appropriate  time  span 
over  which  to  observe  cyclical  movements  in  a 
monthly  series.  It  is  small  for  smooth  series 
and  large  for  irregular  series.  In  deriving  MCD, 
percentage  changes  are  computed  separately  for 
the  irregular  component  and  the  cyclical  com- 
ponent over  1- month  spans  (Jan. -Feb.,  Feb.- 
Mar.,  etc.),  2-months  spans  (Jan.-Mar.,  Feb.- 
Apr.,  etc.),  up  to  12-month  spans.  Averages, 
without  regard  to  sign,  are  then  computed  for  the 
changes  over  each  span.  MCD  is  the  shortest 
span  in  months  for  which  the  average  percentage 


change  (without  regard  to  sign)  in  the  cyclical 
component  is  larger  than  the  average  percentage 
change  (without  regard  to  sign)  in  their  regular 
component,  and  remains  so.  Thus,  it  indicates 
the  point  at  which  fluctuations  in  the  seasonally 
adjusted  series  became  dominated  by  cyclical 
rather  than  irregular  movements.  All  series 
with  an  MCD  greater  than  "5"  are  shown  as  "6." 

"Average  Duration  of  Run"  (ADR)  is  another 
measure  of  smoothness  and  is  equal  to  the  average 
number  of  consecutive  monthly  changes  in  the 
same  direction  in  any  series  of  observations. 
When  there  is  no  change  between  2  months,  a 
change  in  the  same  direction  as  the  preceding 
change  is  assumed.  The  ADR  is  shown  for  the 
seasonally  adjusted  series  CI,  irregular  com- 
ponent I,  cyclical  component  C,  and  the  MCD 
curve.  The  MCD  is  an  unweighted  moving 
average  (with  the  number  of  terms  equal  to  MCD) 
of  the  seasonally  adjusted  series.

The  statistics  in  this  publication  were  collected 
on  Census  monthly  Forms  M22P,  "Cotton,  Man- 
made  Fiber,  Staple,  and  Linters,  Consumption 
and  Stocks,  and  Spindle  Activity"  and  M22N, 
"Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  at 
Compresses,"  from  a  panel  of  approximately 
800  consumers  and  1,200  warehouses  accounting 
for  over  95  percent  of  the  total  consumption  and 
commerical  stocks.  Estimates  are  included  for 
about  300  small  establishments  which  report  on 
an  annual  basis.

The  current  month's  figures  may  also  include 
estimates  for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not 
received  in  time  for  tabulation.  Such  missing 
figures  are  imputed  from  the  month- to- month 
movements  shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are 
generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent. 
Individual  items  with  higher  imputation  rates  are 
footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator 
of  the  potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to 
nonresponse,  because  the  actual  monthly  move- 
ments for  nonrespondents  may  or  may  not  closely 
agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed 
figures  is  unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty 
regarding  the  accuracy  of  the  data,  however, 
increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.  Figures  with  high  imputation  rates, 
therefore,  should  be  used  with  caution. 

Statistics  for  previous  months  may  be  revised, 
due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from  respondents, 
including  late  reports  for  which  estimates  were 
made,  and  other  corrections.  Figures  which  were 
revised  significantly  are  indicated  by  footnotes. 

The  data  are  adjusted  for  number  of  working 
days  in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate  for 
differences  in  individual  company  reporting 
patterns  (i.e.,  calendar  month,  4-week,  5-week 
periods)  but  not  for  seasonal  variation  except 
for  the  data  as  shown  in  table  lA.

Held  by  consuming  establishments--Inven- 
tory  of  materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill 
warehouse,  or  in  any  private  storage  place 
owned  or  leased  as  of  the  close  of  business 
on  the  last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included 
are  raw  linters  in  bale  form,  stocks  in  con- 
suming establishment  regardless  of  ownership, 
and  the  stockpile  cotton  released  by  theCeneral 
Services  Administration.  Excluded  are  in- 
process  material,  material  stored  in  public 
warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants, 
battings  and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others, 
and  linters  pulp. 

Held  at  public  storage  and  compresses — 
Stocks  of  cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession 
at  the  close  of  business  of  the  day  indicated 
regardless  of  the  year  or  locality  of  growth. 
These  figures  include  cotton  and  raw  linters 
as  follows:  On  hand  for  which  warehouse 
receipts  have  been  issued  or  which  are 
awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for  con- 
solidation; going  into  storage  for  which  ware- 
house receipts  have  not  yet  been  issued;  and 
held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  they  exclude  cotton  and 
raw  linters  in  transit  to  or  from  the  ware- 
house and  stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  waste, 
motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  gin  stocks — Stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  at  farms  and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles--The  term  "cotton- system  spinning 
spindles"  does  not  include  spindles  operated  on 
the  "American"  and  other  new  systems  for 
spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the 
largest  number  of  spindles  was  operated  on  the 
last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle  hours  data  reflect 
the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the  period 
for  each  fiber  classification  listed.

The  current  month's  figures  may  also  include 
estimates  for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not 
received  in  time  for  tabulation.  Such  missing 
figures  are  imputed  from  the  month- to- month 
movements  shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are 
generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent. 
Individual  items  with  higher  imputation  rates  are 
footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator 
of  the  potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to 
nonresponse,  because  the  actual  monthly  move- 
ments for  nonrespondents  may  or  may  not  closely 
agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed 
figures  is  unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty 
regarding  the  accuracy  of  the  data,  however, 
increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.

Included 
are  raw  linters  in  bale  form,  stocks  in  con- 
suming establishment  regardless  of  ownership, 
and  the  stockpile  cotton  released  by  theCeneral 
Services  Administration.  Excluded  are  in- 
process  material,  material  stored  in  public 
warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants, 
battings  and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others, 
and  linters  pulp. 

Held  at  public  storage  and  compresses--

as  follows:  On  hand  for  which  warehouse 
receipts  have  been  issued  or  which  are 
awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for  con- 
solidation; going  into  storage  for  which  ware- 
house receipts  have  not  yet  been  issued;  and 
held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.

The  statistics  in  this  publication  were  collected 
on  Census  monthly  Forms  M22P,  "Cotton,  Man- 
made  Fiber,  Staple,  and  Linters,  Consumption 
and  Stocks,  and  Spindle  Activity"  and  M22N, 
"Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  at 
Compresses,"  from  a  panel  of  approximately 
800  consumers  and  1,200  warehouses  accounting 
for  over  95  percent  of  the  total  consumption  and 
commerical  stocks.  Estimates  are  included  for 
about  300  small  establishments  which  report  on 
an  annual  basis.

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Consumption  (Cotton  System) --Includes  ma- 
terials  passed  through  the  opener  or  otherwise 
removed  from  inventory  and  put  into  process  for 
spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes  cotton  and 
linters  waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste 
materials. 

Stocks: 


The  current  month's  figures  may  also  include 
estimates  for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not 
received  in  time  for  tabulation.  Such  missing 
figures  are  imputed  from  the  month- to- month 
movements  shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are 
generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent. 
Individual  items  with  higher  imputation  rates  are 
footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator 
of  the  potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to 
nonresponse,  because  the  actual  monthly  move- 
ments for  nonrespondents  may  or  may  not  closely 
agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed 
figures  is  unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty 
regarding  the  accuracy  of  the  data,  however, 
increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.  Figures  with  high  imputation  rates, 
therefore,  should  be  used  with  caution. 

Statistics  for  previous  months  maybe  revised, 
due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from  respondents, 
including  late  reports  for  which  estimates  were 
made,  and  other  corrections.  Figures  which  were 
revised  significantly  are  indicated  by  footnotes. 

The  data  are  adjusted  for  number  of  working 
days  in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate  for 
differences  in  individual  company  reporting 
patterns  (i.e.,  calendar  month,  4-week,  5-week 
periods)  but  not  for  seasonal  variation  except 
for  the  data  as  shown  in  table  lA.

Held  by  consuming  establishments--Inven- 
tory  of  materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill 
warehouse,  or  in  any  private  storage  place 
owned  or  leased  as  of  the  close  of  business 
on  the  last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included 
are  raw  linters  in  bale  form,  stocks  in  con- 
suming establishment  regardless  of  ownership, 
and  the  stockpile cottonreleasedbytheGeneral 
Services  Administration.  Excluded  are  in- 
process  material,  material  stored  in  public 
warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants, 
battings  and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others, 
and  linters  pulp. 

Held  at  public  storage  and  compresses — 
Stocks  of  cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession 
at  the  close  of  business  of  the  day  indicated 
regardless  of  the  year  or  locality  of  growth. 
These  figures  include  cotton  and  raw  linters 
as  follows:  On  hand  for  which  warehouse 
receipts  have  been  issued  or  which  are 
awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for  con- 
solidation; going  into  storage  for  which  ware- 
house receipts  have  not  yet  been  issued;  and 
held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  they  exclude  cotton  and 
raw  linters  in  transit  to  or  from  the  ware- 
house and  stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  waste, 
motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  gin  stocks- -Stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  at  farms  and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles — The  term  "cotton-system  spinning 
spindles"  does  not  include  spindles  operated  on 
the  "American"  and  other  new  systems  for 
spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the 
largest  number  of  spindles  was  operated  on  the 
last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle  hours  data  reflect 
the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the  period 
for  each  fiber  classification  listed. 
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The  statistics  in  this  publication  are  based  on  a  survey  of  manufacturing  plants  consuming  cotton,  man- 
made  fiber  staple  and  raw  linters  and  cotton  warehouses  and  compresses.  The  data  represent  the  entire 
U.S.  consumption  and  spindle  activity  on  the  cotton  system;  and  stocks  except  as  noted  in  the  tables. 
Estimates  are  included  for  companies  whose  reports  were  not  received  in  time  for  tabulation.  A  more 
complete  description  of  the  survey  appears  on  page  12.

Consumption  (Cotton  System)--Includes  ma- 
terials  passed  through  the  opener  or  otherwise 
removed  from  inventory  and  put  into  process  for 
spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes  cotton  and 
linters  waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste 
materials. 

Stocks: 


The  current  month's  figures  may  also  include 
estimates  for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not 
received  in  time  for  tabulation.  Such  missing 
figures  are  imputed  from  the  month- to- month 
movements  shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are 
generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent. 
Individual  items  with  higher  imputation  rates  are 
footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator 
of  the  potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to 
nonresponse,  because  the  actual  monthly  move- 
ments for  nonrespondents  may  or  may  not  closely 
agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed 
figures  is  unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty 
regarding  the  accuracy  of  the  data,  however, 
increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.  Figures  with  high  imputation  rates, 
therefore,  should  be  used  with  caution. 

Statistics  for  previous  months  maybe  revised, 
due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from  respondents, 
including  late  reports  for  which  estimates  were 
made,  and  other  corrections.  Figures  which  were 
revised  significantly  are  indicated  by  footnotes. 

The  data  are  adjusted  for  number  of  working 
days  in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate  for 
differences  in  individual  company  reporting 
patterns  (i.e.,  calendar  month,  4- week,  5-week 
periods)  but  not  for  seasonal  variation  except 
for  the  data  as  shown  in  table  lA.

Held  by  consuming  establishments — Inven- 
tory of  materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill 
warehouse,  or  in  any  private  storage  place 
owned  or  leased  as  of  the  close  of  business 
on  the  last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included 
are  raw  linters  in  bale  form,  stocks  in  con- 
suming establishment  regardless  of  ownership, 
and  the  stockpile cottonreleasedbytheGeneral 
Services  Administration.  Excluded  are  in- 
process  material,  material  stored  in  public 
warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants, 
battings  and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others, 
and  linters  pulp. 

Held  at  public  storage  and  compresses-- 
Stocks  of  cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession 
at  the  close  of  business  of  the  day  indicated 
regardless  of  the  year  or  locality  of  growth. 
These  figures  include  cotton  and  raw  linters 
as  follows:  On  hand  for  which  warehouse 
receipts  have  been  issued  or  which  are 
awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for  con- 
solidation; going  into  storage  for  which  ware- 
house receipts  have  not  yet  been  issued;  and 
held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  they  exclude  cotton  and 
raw  linters  in  transit  to  or  from  the  ware- 
house and  stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  waste, 
motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  gin  stocks- -Stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  at  farms  and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles- -The  term  "cotton- system  spinning 
spindles"  does  not  include  spindles  operated  on 
the  "American"  and  other  new  systems  for 
spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the 
largest  number  of  spindles  was  operated  on  the 
last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle  hours  data  reflect 
the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the  period 
for  each  fiber  classification  listed. 
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The  statistics  in  this  publication  are  based  on  a  survey  of  manufacturing  plants  consuming  cotton,  man- 
made  fiber  staple  and  raw  linters  and  cotton  warehouses  and  compresses.  The  data  represent  the  entire 
U.S.  consumption  and  spindle  activity  on  the  cotton  system;  and  stocks  except  as  noted  in  the  tables. 
Estimates  are  included  for  companies  whose  reports  were  not  received  in  time  for  tabulation.  A  more 
complete  description  of  the  survey  appears  on  page  12.

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DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

The  statistics  in  this  publication  were  collected 
on  Census  monthly  Forms  M22P,  "Cotton,  Man- 
made  Fiber,  Staple,  and  Linters,  Consumption 
and  Stocks,  and  Spindle  Activity"  and  M22N, 
"Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  at 
Compresses,"  from  a  panel  of  approximately 
800  consumers  and  1,200  warehouses  accounting 
for  over  95  percent  of  the  total  consumption  and 
commerical  stocks.  Estimates  are  included  for 
about  300  small  establishments  which  report  on 
an  annual  basis.

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Consumption  (Cotton  System)--Includes  ma- 
terials  passed  through  the  opener  or  otherwise 
removed  from  inventory  and  put  into  process  for 
spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes  cotton  and 
linters  waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste 
materials. 

Stocks: 


The  current  month's  figures  may  also  include 
estimates  for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not 
received  in  time  for  tabulation.  Such  missing 
figures  are  imputed  from  the  month- to- month 
movements  shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are 
generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent. 
Individual  items  with  higher  imputation  rates  are 
footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator 
of  the  potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to 
nonresponse,  because  the  actual  monthly  move- 
ments for  nonrespondents  may  or  may  not  closely 
agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed 
figures  is  unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty 
regarding  the  accuracy  of  the  data,  however, 
increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.  Figures  with  high  imputation  rates, 
therefore,  should  be  used  with  caution. 

Statistics  for  previous  months  maybe  revised, 
due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from  respondents, 
including  late  reports  for  which  estimates  were 
made,  and  other  corrections.  Figures  which  were 
revised  significantly  are  indicated  by  footnotes. 

The  data  are  adjusted  for  number  of  working 
days  in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate  for 
differences  in  individual  company  reporting 
patterns  (i.e.,  calendar  month,  4- week,  5-week 
periods)  but  not  for  seasonal  variation  except 
for  the  data  as  shown  in  table  lA.

Other  related  data  are 
published  in  Current  Industrial  Reports  Series 
M22D,  "Consumption  on  the  Woolen  and  Worsted 


Held  by  consuming  establishments--Inven- 
tory  of  materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill 
warehouse,  or  in  any  private  storage  place 
owned  or  leased  as  of  the  close  of  business 
on  the  last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included 
are  raw  linters  in  bale  form,  stocks  in  con- 
suming establishment  regardless  of  ownership, 
and  the  stockpile  cotton  released  by  the  General 
Services  Administration.  Excluded  are  in- 
process  material,  material  stored  in  public 
warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants, 
battings  and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others, 
and  linters  pulp. 

Held  at  public  storage  and  compresses — 
Stocks  of  cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession 
at  the  close  of  business  of  the  day  indicated 
regardless  of  the  year  or  locality  of  growth. 
These  figures  include  cotton  and  raw  linters 
as  follows:  On  hand  for  which  warehouse 
receipts  have  been  issued  or  which  are 
awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for  con- 
solidation; going  into  storage  for  which  ware- 
house receipts  have  not  yet  been  issued;  and 
held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  they  exclude  cotton  and 
raw  linters  in  transit  to  or  from  the  ware- 
house and  stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  waste, 
motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  gin  stocks--Stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  at  farms  and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles- -The  term  "cotton- system  spinning 
spindles"  does  not  include  spindles  operated  on 
the  "American"  and  other  new  systems  for 
spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the 
largest  number  of  spindles  was  operated  on  the 
last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle  hours  data  reflect 
the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the  period 
for  each  fiber  classification  listed.

The  data  shown  in  this  report  summa- 
rize the  information  published  in  the  M22P 
Series.  A  tabulation  of  the  annual  reports 
submitted  by  respondents  who  are  excluded 
from  the  monthly  mailing  panel  did  not  show 
any  significant  differences  compared  to  the 
monthly  estimates.  As  a  result,  no  revisions 
have  been  made  to  the  monthly  figures  pre- 
viously published  in  this  series. 


DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

The  data  in  this  report  cover  all  manufacturing 
plants  consuming  cotton  and  manmade  fiber  staple 
on  the  cotton  system,  and  consumption  of  linters. 
Such  data  are  collected  on  monthly  census  form 
M22P,  Cotton,  Manmade  Fiber  Staple,  and  Linters- - 
Consumption,  Stocks,  and  Spindle  Activity. 

The  figures  in  this  series  exclude  consumption 
of  uncut  top  and  other  longer  fibers  on  the  "Ameri- 
can" and  other  new  systems  for  spinning  uncut  top. 
Those  establishments  spinning  cotton  and  manmade 
fiber  staple  on  woolen  and/or  worsted  machinery 
are  also  excluded  from  this  report.  Such  data  are 
collected  on  monthly  census  form  M22D  and  in- 
formation is  published  in  Current  Industrial  Re- 
ports Series  M22D,  Consumption  on  the  Woolen 
and  Worsetd  Systems. 


In  addition  to  manufacturing  establishments, 
public  warehouses  and  compresses  storing  cotton 
and  linters  report  monthly  information  as  shown 
in  this  series,  on  census  form  M22N,  Cotton  and 
Raw  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  Compresses. 


This  report  summarizes  the  consumption  and 
stocks  data  published  monthly  in  the  Current  In- 
dustrial Reports  Series  M22P,  Cotton,  Manmade 
Fiber  Staple,  and  Linters  Consumption  and  Stocks, 
and  Spindle  Activity. 


The  consumption  data  are  adjusted  for  number 
of  working  days  in  the  reporting  period  to  com- 
pensate for  differences  in  individual  company  re- 
porting patterns  (i.e.,  calendar  month,  4-week, 
5-week  periods)  but  not  for  seasonal  variation  ex- 
cept for  the  data  as  shown  in  table  3A. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Consumption  (Cotton  System)--Includes  mate- 
rial passed  through  the  opener  or  otherwise  re- 
moved from  inventory  and  put  into  process  for 
spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes  cotton  and 
linters  waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste  materials.

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DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 


The  statistics  in  this  publication  were  collected 
on  Census  monthly  Forms  M22P,  "Cotton,  Man- 
made  Fiber  Staple,  and  Linters,  Consumption 
and  Stocks,  and  Spindle  Activity"  and  M22N, 
"Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  at 
Compresses,"  from  a  panel  of  approximately 
800  consumers  and  1,200  warehouses  accounting 
for  over  95  percent  of  the  total  consumption  and 
commerical  stocks.  Estimates  are  included  for 
about  300  small  establishments  which  report  on 
an  annual  basis. 

The  current  month's  figures  may  also  include 
estimates  for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not 
received  in  time  for  tabulation.  Such  missing 
figures  are  imputed  from  the  month- to- month 
movements  shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are 
generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent. 
Individual  items  with  higher  imputation  rates  are 
footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator 
of  the  potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to 
nonresponse,  because  the  actual  monthly  move- 
ments for  nonrespondents  may  or  may  not  closely 
agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed 
figures  is  unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty 
regarding  the  accuracy  of  the  data,  however, 
increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.  Figures  with  high  imputation  rates, 
therefore,  should  be  used  with  caution. 

Statistics  for  previous  months  may  be  revised, 
due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from  respondents, 
including  late  reports  for  which  estimates  were 
made,  and  other  corrections.

materials. 

Stocks: 

Held  by  consuming  establishments--Inven- 
tory  of  materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill 
warehouse,  or  in  any  private  storage  place 
owned  or  leased  as  of  the  close  of  business 
on  the  last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included 
are  raw  linters  in  bale  form,  stocks  in  con- 
suming establishment  regardless  of  ownership, 
and  the  stockpile  cotton  released  by  theCeneral 
Services  Administration.  Excluded  are  in- 
process  material,  material  stored  in  public 
warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants, 
battings  and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others, 
and  linters  pulp. 

Held  at  public  storage  and  compresses-- 
Stocks  of  cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession 
at  the  close  of  business  of  the  day  indicated 
regardless  of  the  year  or  locality  of  growth. 
These  figures  include  cotton  and  raw  linters 
as  follows:  On  hand  for  which  warehouse 
receipts  have  been  issued  or  which  are 
awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for  con- 
solidation; going  into  storage  for  which  ware- 
house receipts  have  not  yet  been  issued;  and 
held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  they  exclude  cotton  and 
raw  linters  in  transit  to  or  from  the  ware- 
house and  stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  waste, 
motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  gin  stocks--Stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  at  farms  and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles- -The  term  "cotton- system  spinning 
spindles"  does  not  include  spindles  operated  on 
the  "American"  and  other  new  systems  for 
spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the 
largest  number  of  spindles  was  operated  on  the 
last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle  hours  data  reflect 
the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the  period 
for  each  fiber  classification  listed.

DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 


The  statistics  in  this  publication  were  collected 
on  Census  monthly  Forms  M22P,  "Cotton,  Man- 
made  Fiber  Staple,  and  Linters,  Consumption 
and  Stocks,  and  Spindle  Activity"  and  M22N, 
"Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  at 
Compresses,"  from  a  panel  of  approximately 
800  consumers  and  1,200  warehouses  accounting 
for  over  95  percent  of  the  total  consumption  and 
commerical  stocks.  Estimates  are  included  for 
about  300  small  establishments  which  report  on 
an  annual  basis.

Consumption  (Cotton  System)--Includes  ma- 
te rIaTs~'passe3~tHrougH~tEe~opener  or  otherwise 
removed  from  inventory  and  put  into  process  for 
spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes  cotton  and 
linters  waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste 
materials. 

Stocks: 


The  current  month's  figures  may  also  include 
estimates  for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not 
received  in  time  for  tabulation.  Such  missing 
figures  are  imputed  from  the  month- to- month 
movements  shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are 
generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent. 
Individual  items  with  higher  imputation  rates  are 
footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator 
of  the  potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to 
nonresponse,  because  the  actual  monthly  move- 
ments for  nonrespondents  may  or  may  not  closely 
agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed 
figures  is  unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty 
regarding  the  accuracy  of  the  data,  however, 
increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.  Figures  with  high  imputation  rates, 
therefore,  should  be  used  with  caution. 

Statistics  for  previous  months  maybe  revised, 
due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from  respondents, 
including  late  reports  for  which  estimates  were 
made,  and  other  corrections.  Figures  which  were 
revised  significantly  are  indicated  by  footnotes. 

The  data  are  adjusted  for  number  of  working 
days  in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate  for 
differences  in  individual  company  reporting 
patterns  (i.e.,  calendar  month,  4-week,  5-week 
periods)  but  not  for  seasonal  variation  except 
for  the  data  as  shown  in  table  lA.

The  Bureau  of  the  Census  publishes  annual 
summary  information  on  Current  Industrial 
Reports  Series  MA-22P,  "Cotton,  Manmade  Fiber 
Staple,  and  Linters."  Other  related  data  are 
published  in  Current  Industrial  Reports  Series 
M22D,   "Consumption  on  the  Woolen  and  Worsted 


Held  by  consuming  establishments- -Inven- 
tory of  materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill 
warehouse,  or  in  any  private  storage  place 
owned  or  leased  as  of  the  close  of  business 
on  the  last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included 
are  raw  linters  in  bale  form,  stocks  in  con- 
suming establishment  regardless  of  ownership, 
and  the  stockpile  cotton  released  by  theCeneral 
Services  Administration.  Excluded  are  in- 
process  material,  material  stored  in  public 
warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants, 
battings  and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others, 
and  linters  pulp. 

Held  at  public  storage  and  compresses-- 
Stocks  of  cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession 
at  the  close  of  business  of  the  day  indicated 
regardless  of  the  year  or  locality  of  growth. 
These  figures  include  cotton  and  raw  linters 
as  follows:  On  hand  for  which  warehouse 
receipts  have  been  issued  or  which  are 
awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for  con- 
solidation; going  into  storage  for  which  ware- 
house receipts  have  not  yet  been  issued;  and 
held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  they  exclude  cotton  and 
raw  linters  in  transit  to  or  from  the  ware- 
house and  stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  waste, 
motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  gin  stocks--Stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  at  farms  and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles- -The  term  "cotton- system  spinning 
spindles"  does  not  include  spindles  operated  on 
the  "American"  and  other  new  systems  for 
spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the 
largest  number  of  spindles  was  operated  on  the 
last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle  hours  data  reflect 
the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the  period 
for  each  fiber  classification  listed. 
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The  statistics  in  this  publication  are  based  on  a  survey  of  manufacturing  plants  consuming  cotton,  man- 
made  fiber  staple  and  raw  linters  and  cotton  warehouses  and  compresses.  The  data  represent  the  entire 
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complete  description  of  the  survey  appears  on  page  12.

The  statistics  in  this  publication  were  collected 
on  Census  monthly  Forms  M22P,  "Cotton,  Man- 
made  Fiber  Staple,  and  Linters,  Consumption 
and  Stocks,  and  Spindle  Activity'  and  M22N, 
"Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  at 
Compresses,"  from  a  panel  of  approximately 
800  consumers  and  1,200  warehouses  accounting 
for  over  95  percent  of  the  total  consumption  and 
commerical  stocks.  Estimates  are  included  for 
about  300  small  establishments  which  report  on 
an  annual  basis. 

The  current  month's  figures  may  also  include 
estimates  for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not 
received  in  time  for  tabulation.  Such  missing 
figures  are  imputed  from  the  month- to- month 
movements  shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are 
generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent. 
Individual  items  with  higher  imputation  rates  are 
footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator 
of  the  potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to 
nonresponse,  because  the  actual  monthly  move- 
ments for  nonrespondents  may  or  may  not  closely 
agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed 
figures  is  unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty 
regarding  the  accuracy  of  the  data,  however, 
increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.  Figures  with  high  imputation  rates, 
therefore,  should  be  used  with  caution. 

Statistics  for  previous  months  maybe  revised, 
due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from  respondents, 
including  late  reports  for  which  estimates  were 
made,  and  other  corrections.  Figures  which  were 
revised  significantly  are  indicated  by  footnotes. 

The  data  are  adjusted  for  number  of  working 
days  in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate  for 
differences  in  individual  company  reporting 
patterns  (i.e.,  calendar  month,  4-week,  5-week 
periods)  but  not  for  seasonal  variation  except 
for  the  data  as  shown  in  table  lA.

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Consumption  (Cotton  System) --Includes  ma- 
terials  passed  through  the  opener  or  otherwise 
removed  from  inventory  and  put  into  process  for 
spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes  cotton  and 
linters  waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste 
materials. 

Stocks: 

Held  by  consuming  establishments--Inven- 
tory  of  materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill 
warehouse,  or  in  any  private  storage  place 
owned  or  leased  as  of  the  close  of  business 
on  the  last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included 
are  raw  linters  in  bale  form,  stocks  in  con- 
suming establishment  regardless  of  ownership, 
and  the  stockpile  cotton  released  by  theCeneral 
Services  Administration.  Excluded  are  in- 
process  material,  material  stored  in  public 
warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants, 
battings  and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others, 
and  linters  pulp. 

Held  at  public  storage  and  compresses-- 
Stocks  of  cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession 
at  the  close  of  business  of  the  day  indicated 
regardless  of  the  year  or  locality  of  growth. 
These  figures  include  cotton  and  raw  linters 
as  follows:  On  hand  for  which  warehouse 
receipts  have  been  issued  or  which  are 
awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for  con- 
solidation; going  into  storage  for  which  ware- 
house receipts  have  not  yet  been  issued;  and 
held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  they  exclude  cotton  and 
raw  linters  in  transit  to  or  from  the  ware- 
house and  stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  waste, 
motes,  etc. 

F-arm  and  gin  stocks--Stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  at  farms  and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles--The  term  "cotton-system  spinning 
spindles"  does  not  include  spindles  operated  on 
the  "American"  and  other  new  systems  for 
spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the 
largest  number  of  spindles  was  operated  on  the 
last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle  hours  data  reflect 
the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the  period 
for  each  fiber  classification  listed. 
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
